Puthowlocuer it commethto paſle,it ys with vs far 
otherwiſe. Arid as a bird may be ſnared by alittle twig, 
that he cannot flic,{o we in theſe daies,by ſome inferior 
matter or queſtion, of lefle importance, are drawne a- 
way from the greater points ;as Iudgement,Mercic,Fi- 
delitic,and Innocent lite : That the cleare light of the 
Goſpel in the fruits and actions of igteouſnes and true 
holineſſe(whercin we ſhould walke all the daies of our 
life) cinot gloriouſly make ſhew,or ſhine forth amongſt 
vs. When ſouldiers haue their char ge,what exploit to 
take in hand: and now to that purpoſe march in the tace 
of the encmie,from this nerce and reſolute mindeyto be 
calmed with a roy , or withdrawne with a falſe alarum, 

or {topped by ſome conceit ſodainly happening , is an 

infallible preſumptionandinformation, that the prin-

ccs cauſe is not regarded, thry themſclues are not trai- 
ned and cxpertas they oughtto be : and that each man 
regardeth,neither his own,neither yct his brothers life, 
So is it in the militatie proteflion of a chriſtian knight 
and ſouldier. The cauſe we haue in hand is Chriſts , to 
rotefſe his namegto walke in lus waies. From this it we 
be caried,cither by entilement,or by lalle pcrſuaſion,or 
by impertincnt queſtions, we ſhew our {clues not to re-

The queſtivn is, Whether al men be to bepraied for or 
no.S.Pau[an{wereth,Let praiers,ſupplications,interceſſr- 
ons,and giuing of thanks,be made forall men, 

But that ] may proceed hercin,for the edityingof the 
ſimple,! will firſt thew the occaſion of this rule,and the 
circumſtance of this place : ſecondly, I will grow on to 
the interpretation of the ſame. 

S. Paul the Apoſtle of the Lord, that T1methie might 
the bereer be furniſhed for the ordering of the Church 
of Epheſus, firſt biddeth him take heed, that he warne 
ſome that they reach no other doctrine : for he would 
haue the docttine, as weread in the Attes Apoſtolicall, 
not mens deviſes. That done, he ſerteth vp publike prai- 
er, in the church of Epheſus + and thac queſtioning 
ſhould not bee made, Whether this man or that man, 
this king,or that ruler were to be praied for, hetclleth 
tnem,for whom pratcr ſhould be made.For all men, Fur 
kings,and tor all thatarcin avthoritic. And this js the oc- 
cation Ot (11s rule, and theſchoulemen thus (ct it out. 
Supra aoctitt 7 rnetheum quonodo r(ducat pojnilum ad forms 
were fider;Hic agit de pertinentibus ad culturn fidei ſeilicet ora- 
tienibas & obſequys, Cf primo porit dottrinam orationi mn che 
muni.In the chapter betore the Apoſile taught Timabe, 
hereto bring the people to the forme of truc and found 
faith : here he entreateth of things belonging to the fer. 
vice of faith, That is,of praiers and {upplications: And 
firſthe ſetrech down the doctrine of praicr in common. 
And this 1s the occaſion of this rulc. 

The circumſtances are ſundric: and the fir? is, con- 
cerning the Apoſtles perſon , theauthor and ©1ucr of 
this 1ule of praicr. I(faith $. Par/) that have beri {et apart 
topreach the Coſpel], whom God hath countcs taith» 
tvil.ard put in his le1uice, yea l the Apoſtle of the Gen- 
ules,a chicfe maſterbuilder, having receiucd author itie, 
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from the Lord : Exhort that firſt of all , and before all 
things,vhen the church is gathered to heare the word 
tcach them and exhort them. Thar ſtreight in the begin. 
ning,in this {ort,1nd fot this purpole they pray vnto 2nd 
cailypon the Lord. An1 he 1oincth herevnro the toure 
kinds of praicr, Deprecatrones\ deprecations or praiers,in- 
treating the Lord ro deliuervs trom all euill, from the 
daunger of {1n,from puniſhinents and plagues Mnging 
ouer our heads. (0Yſecrationes )Obſecrations, ſupplicat. 
ons, when we delireatthne hand of God, happier ſuc. 
ceſſe in the eſtate of the church : the plenritull increaſe 
of bleſlings,both ſpirituall and temporall, ro be poured 
vpon vs - the ſumme of which good things are compre. 
hended inthe Lords praier. Poſtulatrones interpellatrones, 
Intreatings or praiers, when we poure foorth our iniu. 
ries before theLord , pray for the converſion of them 
thatatflitvs : and when we intreat the Lord one for a- 
nother,for ſauing health,and deliuerance.Grattarwm att; 
ones,Giving of thanks : when we praiſc the Lord,for his 
benefits,renounce our owne ſtrenath,confeilca!l from 
himand his goodnes.Thus then the Apoſtle ſaith:T ex- 
hort aboue all things,that publike praier be made inthe 
church and congregation : that is,praiers intreating the 
Lord for deliuerance, ſupplications for the increaſe of 
Gods gifts, both ſpirituall and temporal! : poſtulations, 
intercefſions, for conuerſion ſauing health and delive- 
rance : giving of thankes, for the Lords great kindnefſle 
ſhewed. Ler theſe be made in the congregation for all 
men. Thus far then weſce plainely,vho commaundeth, 
the Apoſtle of the Lord,a ſure maiſter builder,from and 
by the ſpirit of God : What he commandeth, publique 
praier to be made : For whom, Forall men. 

Now yettor all this,we are not thought to haue got- 


tenany greatturtherance or aduantage , towards that 
ſtate 
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Rate in this queſtion which we looke for, if we remem- 
ber our ſelues. For although the Apoſtle ſay, Pray for all 
men: yetitmay be in ſomecertainephraſc of ſpceche. 
And though it bee pronounced A4//men: yet in ſome 
ſpeciall ſence, it may be particulcr inough - Andloto 
pray forall men, may be no more to ſay , Then to pray 
f,r ſome men,or forſome men of all ſorts, &c . For this 
phraſe CA!/ men, 1s taken lundrie wates : and it may be 
Sy Paul meaneth {ume one of thoſe particulcr waics. And 
therctore we will ſpeake of them hiſt , and ſhew which 
all men we meane.In the treatiſe before ſpoken of there 
is ſundric diitinCtions of (all men) as in this phraſe of 
ſpeech: Sucl: a man teacheth all the rowne grammer; Al 
men goin atthis gate: when as yet he teacheth no more, 
then ſuch as come of the towne , and no moepaſle at 
the gate then {uchas goein. Againe this word (All) is 
not put alwaies in the ſcripture tor euery particular man 
woman,and child : but ſometime for the greater part:

If we bee 
commanded to pray not only for the beleeuers, butal-.

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Now then that waich we here hate faid, rteacheth 

vs this much : That wee ought to know what to pray 
herein, Thain brotherly love & dutie, we ought to £6. 
mend others vato God , That ancicnt churches haue 
had tncir letanies,for the peopletor kings, tor biſhops, 
tor the common. weale, That God bicſIcth the work of 
thc ininiſtery,inſuch a caſe. Thatin $_ A#euft. time, they 
praicd for the vnwilling,for the repugners, for the per- 
{ecutors : That in Chriſsſtomes time , they praicd tor the 
tranquillitic of the world, yea for A{lmey - though the 
world were full of thecues, murdcrers,ſacrilegious per- 
ſons,and all kind of wickedncs : That we are comman. 
ded to play both for beleeuer and infhdell : And I be- 
lecue we ſhall hardly tinda ſtate of mcn in the world, 
but they are comprehended, cither in brotherly loue, 
or amonglt the belecuers,or amongſt the infidels,ora- 
mongltthereliſters,or amongſt the perſecutors,, or a- 
mongſtthe theeues,or amongſt the murderers, or a- 
mongſt the ſacrilegious perſons, or amongſt infinite 
wickednes,crinthe world,or amongſt All men. And 
therefore I doe vercly thinke,that according to the A- 
poſtolical rule of the Apoſtle,the church of God made 
their publike praicr for all cſtates, and for All men. 

Bur that it may yer more cuidenily appcare, we will 
ſce what the learned haue thought of theſe wordes of 
the Apoſtle,and whether they may carrie any ſenſe that 
way , asthele Fathers aboue haue ſpoken,concerning 
praicr,or no. 

Fiſt (thercfore) Saint Ambroſe, writing vppon 
theſe wordes of the Apoſtle, 1 exhort therefore, &c. 
ſaith aftcr this fort, Hec regula cccleſtaſtica eſt tradita a mas 
giſiro gentium , qua Viuntur ſacerdotes nojirigut pro ommibus 
ſupplicent Arprecantes pr 6 regibus huins ſecult,ge. This ec 
cleſiaſticall rule (faithihe holic father) is giucn of the 

maſter 
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maſter ofthe Gentiles, which our prieſts and miniſters 
doc vie,to the intent they may make prater for all men, 
intrcating alſo forthe kings of the world,&c, Here S. 
Panles rule isarulc in the Church: And the Miniſters 
take itvpand v{cit, praying tor All men, according to 
the ſenſe of the Apoſtle, and for the kings ot the world. 

Chri(o;iome likewiſe, Quid autem ſibi valt primam om- 
niam\) In ebſequio ſG:licet quotidians, perpetnog, Hume religio- 
my ritu;'Aty,id ronerunt fideles , quomodo diebus (ingulis, 
mane © ve(pere,ora:tones fundantur ad dominum, quomody 
proomnt mundo, & regibus & omnibus, qui tn ſubl;mitate 
ſunt poſiti, obſecrationes ab eccleſta fient.But waar meaneth 
that he (aith( hiſt of all) Tanaris as m uch to ſayin dayly 
ſeruice and continuall rite of Gods religion. And fur. 
ther, let the faithfull know that thing howe euerte day, 
morning andeucning, praiers are pouted outto the 
Lord : how <uen for the whole world, for kings,and all 
that are in authority,obſecrations and praters are made 
ofthe Church,&c. This father teacherh, That it was a 
rule and rite in the Church, cucry day, morningand c- 


uening,to poure out their praicis for the whole world, 


and for kinos : where we aretonote, That he doub- 
reth not to call (A// men) here ſpeciticd of the Apoſtle, 
the wholc world. 

Saint Auenſline hath thus, Pro omnibus homenibus, pro 
regibus & 45 quiin ſublumtate ſunt, v1 quietam & tranquil- 
lam vitam 424mus,in omni pietate & charizate. Nequiſquam 
(ficut ſe habet humanecocttutionts infirmitas)exiſitmauit iſla, 
nan eſie facienda pro his a quibus per ſecutionem patiebatur ec- 
cleſia,cum membra Chriſti ex omni eſſet hominum genere col. 
lizenda,c5c.For all men,for kings andall that arcin au- 
thoritic, that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life, 
in all godlinefſe,&c. That no man (as is the ſtate of the 
weakeneſle of humane cogitation) thould thinke that 
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thoſe things are not to be done,for them,of whom the 


. Church ſuffereth perſecution : when as the members 


ot Chriſt, were to be collected and gathered, from, and 
forth of all ſorts of men. As if he ſhould fay,Prater for all 
men,as kings, &c. that we ſhould not thinke, the verie 
perſecutor of the Church of God to be ſhut out, which 
yetis the worſt ſtate of people, Therefore to pray tor all, 

Saint Hierom giucth this reaſon, Pro omnibus homing. 
bus, pro regtbus, &c.4't cognoſcant dew,{iue vi ſubieftas habe. 
art gentes.Ullorum enim pacegtranquillitas noſtra conſiſtit. For 
all men,and for kings, &c. thatthey may know God, 
or that the nations may bcc in ſubicction vnder them :; 
for in their peace our peace confiſteth.Saint Hicrom tea- 
cheth that wee mult pray thatall men may know God, 
for the obedience of nations,that the Goſpel may haue 
tree patlage. 

Another ſaith, Pro omnrbus hominibus cnins ratio cſt,quis 
oratio«ft interpres deſidery neſtri : orando enim petimus quod 
deſideramus. C haritas autem requirit , quod deſideremus bo- 
numomnibus, ad quos ſe extend, Iac.lt. 16. Orate pro inui- 
cemmwiſaluemint. Forall men, The reaſon whereot 15,be- 
caule pratcr is the interpreter of our wants and deſires. 
For in pray ing,we aske what wenecd and dclire. And 
loue requireth that wedelire good to all men,to whom 
ſhe doth extend herlelf. 14. 5.16.Pray one for another that 
ye may beſaued. Laſtly, Lira expoundeth them thus, 0- 
randum pro omnibus hominibus generaliter. We arc to pray 
forall men in generall. All theſc aboue alleaged ſhew 
vs, thar it was no new thing,to pray forall mankind : to 
make the rule cf the apoſtle a rule in the Church\to pray 
forall men, to pray torall rulers, to pray for mankinde 
ingenerall,that they may be conuerted, that thcy may 
know God. 

Butlet vs heare later writers : whether they inferrea-

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ny new interpretation,or agrce vnto theſe. 

Firſt (then) 1'1tns T heodorus thus writeth, Primum $, 
Paulus adhortatur, ad oratienem > precationem pro omnibus 
hominibas , precipue autempro magiſtrata , vi per aamini- 
ſirationem etus,pacem habeamas,euangelinm litius Pr opagan- 
4. Saint Paui({aith he) fult exhorteth vnto praicr and 
ſupplications tor all men , bur eſpecially for all magi- 
ſtrates,that by their goucrnment we may haue peace,to 
the furthcrſctting forth of the knowledge of the Gol- 
pel: Thus he cxponndeth it, Prater for all men, without 
any reſtraint,this way or that way.

But in ſtead of many,let vs heare maſter Caluzn , who Cui. 


writing vpon this place, thus ſaith : Ac initio quidem ac 
publicis orationibus,diſſerit : quas iubet non pro fidelibus mo- 
do concipt, ſed prowniuerſo genere humano,g+c. And ſure in 
the beginning the Apoſtle diſputeth of publike ptaters, 
which hc commandeth to be done, not only for the 
faithfuil, but for vniuerſall mankind. For thus might 
ſome recount with themſclues : Why ſhould we beſo 
carefull tor the ſaluation of infidcls, with whom wee 
haue no familtaritic? is it not inough,ii we brethren do 
mutually pray one for another,and fo do commend vn- 
to God his whole church ?.Tacy that are withour, are 
nothing vnto vs. With this {ini{ter opinion, Paul mee- 
teth, and commandcth the Epheſians in their praters, 
tocomprehend All mortall mcn : and not to reſtraine 
their praicrs to the bodice of the church onlic. Anda- 
gaine Paul, by my 1udgement lunplie commandeth,as 
oft as publike praiers are made, to make {uppitcaiions, 
and to intreat for all men,yea cuen for them, which tor 
the preſent time , haueno coniunction or tell»wihip 
with vs. .And againe, whcn Saiit Pale commaoun- 
deth vs to pray forall men, he giucth vs to vnderſtand, 
tat we muſt exerciſe our chatity one towards another, 
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out or priuily whiſper, that bleſſed Cypriay erred here. 
in 2 whereas he teacheth vs to pray for the enemies to 
Chriſtian faith , that they may be converted & brought 
home thereunto. Laſtly, wilt thou blame Pas/the A- 
poſtle, hauing ſuch kind of prajer, for the Tewes infidels, 
concerning whom, he ſaith - Brethren,my hearts deſire 
and praier to God tor Iſrael is,thatthey might be ſaved, 
Tus farre ſaint Anzruſtiae, To conclude then the firſt 
part, we hauc found a rule out of the ſacred ſcriptures, 
That we may pray for Al/z:en. \nd what miner of 41! 

Ifeeftherfore no cauſe 
but may thus end. Forwhom foeuerthe Lord com.

Theſe wordes containecſpecially three things: Firſt 
the exhortation or commaundcement , concerning 
praicrintic Church, and for whom, inthe tuſt verle, 
according as haucſctdowne. 

Secondly,the end andcftc, that may come there- 
of,in the ſecond verſe, To lcad aquict lite,&c, 

Thirdly, reaſon ot ſuci kind of praicr, For it 1s aC- 
ceptable in the 11ght of God,&c.in the third verle. 

Concerning the exhortation, or commaundcment, 
which is the hiſt verſe, hath becne ſufficiently ſpoken : 
that is , That it is a commaundement, that prater 
be made for all mankind in generall : publiquely , and 
vniuerſally in the Cliurch and congregation : yea for 
kings, and forall that are in authoritic, vnto whom any 
dignitie or ciuill function is commitred. For Chriſtians 
might thus thinke, T hat they ought not to pray for 
them which conferre and beſtow all their riches and 
power to withſtand the Goſpell, and the kingdome of 
Chriſt Icſus : which thing before all things 1s to bee 
ſought. For Rulers how many lo cuer they were, at 
thoſe times.wcre cuen as it were ſo many tyrants , op- 
preſſors,and cuen {worne enemies of Chriſt, and of the 
profcilors of his holic name. The Apoſtle (thereforc) 
even meeteth with this ſcruple, bidding them alſo ro 
pray for them : For ſurely the wickednefle of men, can 
not caule or worke any. thing, but that neuecrtheleſle 
the ordinance of the Lord, isto bee loucd and praied 
tor. And kings and magiitrates, are or:lained of God, 
For cucric power is of God : yea,cuen the wicked Ru- 
lers and goucrnors, are giuen for the {innes of the peo- 
ple, and his iudgements hanging ouer their heades. 
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deſiring God to be mercitull roall, and to gather vsto- 
gither into his hcauenly inheritance : {ceing hee hath 
made and faſhioned vs, to his owne Iinage. Allo,tol. 
lowing. Yet notwithſtanding his mind was to ſhewe, 
that we mult not onely pray tor the taithtul}, which are 
our brethren alrcadic,but tor them that are very tar oft- 
as the poore vnbclecuers : although there ſeeme to be 
a great diſtance, and a thicke wall betwixt both : yet 
muſt we notwithſtanding, haue pitie on their deſttuc. 
tion, tothe end that we might pray to God, that hee 
would draw them vnto him. And in the next ſermon, 
We hauec ſhewed already what Saint Paules meaning 
is in this place,thatis ro ſay, That the taithftu.1 pray not 
oncly for the bodice of the church, but generally tor all 
men, as our Lord Icſus Chriſt cxhortcrht vs, allo : to 
doc good to them that perlecute vs, 1nd pray for them 
that curſe vs. For what know we whether it will plcaſc 
God, to haue mercic yppon them, or no : and bring 
them to the way of ſaluation. For we ought to hope 
well of them, ſccing they are created to the image of 
God. And ſccing our faluation commeth onely , for 
the mecre and free goodnes of God ; why will hee not 
do the like to them, which now are in the way of dam. 
nation, as wee were. Therctorc the faithfull ought to 
haue care of them, which arc not yet ioyned to them, 
bur arc rather their deadly cnemics. Thus tarre maſter 
Caluin,comprehcnding ali mankind and inhdcls whats 
ſocuer-to pray for them in hope,tor we know not whe- 
therthe Lord will do as much for them as he hath done 
for vs - ſceing hee created them to his owne image and 
ſimilitude, 

The note that BeJa giueth,is thus : "6: abſoluit que ad 
dofrinam ſpictant,ehc. Having abſolued and difpatched 
thoſe things which appartaine to doctrine : he ipeaketh 
now 
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now inthe ſecond place,of the other part of the mini- 
ſerie of the word,that is,of publike praiers, and firſt of 
al declaring this queſtion, For whom we ought to pray: 
Heteacheth that we muſt pray former. Yea, and 
eſpecially for all maner of magiſtrates. Laſtly , Treme. Trene!. ex

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Now in that he ſaith,Forkings,and for al thatare in au- 
thoriticzmight be good matter found , and arguments 
drawne,for the detence &t the cauſc,and Prater, as wee 
haue {er downe, For I doe not thinke, that verier Re. 
probates haue lived , ſince the alcention of the Lord, 
then haue beene ſome,containcd in this clauſe, where 
itis ſaid (Kings, and all thatare in authoritic) whome 
the Church,trom time totime hath prated for. And yet 
as molt wicked rebels and apoltatacs,haue fallen away, 
or haue quite renounced, or ncuer recciuel, or mote 
cruelly perlecuted, or more teare!ully beene blinded, 
from the waics of the truth, and the light of the Lord, 
which liueth and laſteth for cuer. 

But becaule the mattcr hereof, is comprehended in 
this, That pratcr 1s to be made for All mankind vniuer- 
ſally : and that ſuch like arguments are comprehen- 
ded therein. ThereforeT furceale vpon {uch occaſions, 
and goe forwardto my prefixed article, and point: 
which is to ſhew the Reaſons, why praier ſhould bce 
made foral! men in generall, beginning with the A- 
poſtle Saint Paule, in the third verſe aboue : who gi- 
ueth this reaſon: 

For this is good and acceptable in the (ight of God , our S4- 
wiour who will that All men ſhall be ſaued, and come to the 4c- 
knowledgine of the truth, 

This reaſon contcineth two thinges : The one, that 
this kind of praicr for mankind and for all men, 7s plea- 
ſing 10 God, the other thing is a conſequent thereof, 
ſhewing, that it is his will, that all men (hould be ſaucd, and 
come tothe knowledge of the truth . And therefore ſuch a 
prateris pleaſing vnto God, and agreeable vnto his 


will. The hiſt part. 
For this is 200d and acceptable in the ſight of God 
our Sauonr.

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A 200d Godis not pleaſed but with good things, he 
is pleaſed with this prater,th1s praterſtherfore'is agood 
wore a g09d thing : Early in the morning will] dire Plal. 5.4, 
my praicr vnto thee,and will looke vp : tor thou artthe 
God,that haſt no pleaſurc in wickednes, ncither ſhall a- 
ny cuill dwell with thee : rrucly hee 1s kind and louing 73: 
ynto [{racll,cucn vnto {uch as arc of acleane heart. B2e Pal 100.3, 
thanktull vnto him (therefore) and ſpeake good of his 
name : for the Lord is gracious, his mercie 1s cuerla- 
ſting, and his truth induceth trom generation to gene- 
ration, 

[tis al{O7acceprable\that is, wel pleaſing : yea ir plea- 
ſcrh him better then a bullocke, that hath hornces and 
hoofes:Thinkeſt thou that Iwil cat buls Ac{h,and drink 3'*-50-73+ 
the blood of goarcs : Otter vnto God thinkesgiving : 

Who lo oftcreth me thanks and praiſc,he honoreth me. 

Thou dciizhreſt not in burnt offerings : the ſacrifice to 51.17, 
God isatroubled ſpirit. The Lord faid vnto Salomon, 1 keg z. 
ask what thou wilt,that I may giue it thee: Salomon laid, 

oiue thy {cruantan vaderſtanding heart.&c. And this 

pleaſed the Lord well, That he had defired this thing. 

For it was to diſcerne righteouſly between brother and 
brother, for tae ſetting vp of iuſtice and tudgement,and 
forthe preſcruation of his people . So intreat God tor 
his peoplc,yea and for all mankind, countitnot a cha. 
ritie in praicr more then God requireth : lay not it is a 
ſuperfluous and fooliſh charitic to doe it. For it is the 
Lords commandment,and ſuch kind of praier,is good, 
plealing,and acceptable in his ſight: and he ſhall heare 
It, and itſhall returne into my owne boſfome. And this 
much for the firſt clauſe or part. 

The conſequent of the reaſon, is a deſcribing of the 
will of God,to be applied vnto thy praier,wherby thou 
ſhaltknow,thatthou ſerucſt him. For hee that callerth

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vpon him, according to his will,ſcructh him. And the 
words be theſe - 


1ho will that All men ſhall be ſaued,and come 
to the acknowledging of his truth, 


Some take thele words and niake them abſolute of 
themſclues and apply vnto them ſundric 1gnitications: 
according as they may bec taken in diuiniie, or accor- 
ding as in ſome lcnce,and in fomercipect, this way or 
that way.thcy may bc interpreted: but that 1s not much 
pertinent to this matter. For the words are reſpcctiue, 
and are the cheite clauſe and weight, of thercaſon gi. 
uen by the holy ghoſt, cſtabliſhing that praicr. For the 
exhortation concerning this rule of praicr, conliſteth 
of three paits . A propoſition,the endand effect, anda 
reaion, 

The propoſition. Let prater be made for all men. 

The cnd and cttcft. 7 hat we may lead a quict life yn all 
godlines,c7c. 

The realon. Thou wiltſay, Why ſo 7 and whetfore? 
the holy ghoſt informeth thee : For that is cod and ac- 
ceptable,in the ſight of God our Sauiour. And he confirmeth 
that by his will : who will hauc all men to be ſaued,and 
to come to the knowledge of the truth : asf he ſhould 
ſay, Therctorc is it good and acceptablc in his (12ht,be- 
cauſc he would hauc no man calt away, butbe laucd :; 
becauſe he would haue no man ignorantot him, but 
all rocometo the knowledge of his truth ; he will not 
the death of afinncr,butrather that he ſhould conuert 
and]liue. Wenecd not be atraid to vnderſtand the A- 
potues words, I deubtnot but the Apoſtle knew what 

ce wrote,forhe had a good tcacher. Let vs therefore 

taxe them according tothe mind of theteacher. And

Mat.t.2t, 
ſh, it was ſaid vnto him of the Angell: Feare not to 
take ro thee Mary thy wife : (the reaſon wherewithal he 
isconfirmed.is )tor that which is conceiued in he r,is of 
the holic ohalt. Againe, thou ſhalt call his name leſus: 
Thereaion.For heſhallaue his people from theirfins:

bringeth forth much fruit: The reaſon. For withour me, 10.4-23- 
can ye doe nuthing.

A reaſon ſetting forth 
theplcalure of God,that betore him ſuch a praier is ac- 
ceptced,thar he will theſame too: that they pray,thar is, 
All men to be ſaued,and to know the truth . Then wee 
ſce,cuen from the inſtruction of the ſpirit of the Lord, 
T hat theſe words yecld areaſon proper vnto the pro- 
poſition which they confirme. And therefore have 
therein their owne proper ſence,which what itis, I wil 
by the gracc of Cod learch forth, after the mind of the 
beſt writers, Neither will | goe tothe right hand orto 
the lett,but will declare the truth herein. And howloe. 
ucr men haue judged of me herein, Icſtccme not : the 
cauſc is Gods.

Thercfore ſaying : For this thing is good be- 
fore God our Sauiour, That is,that euen for ſuch,prai- 
ers be made : Forthwith, That he might take away defl- 
peration,he addeth : who will haue All men to bee fa. 
ued, and to come to the knowledge of the truth. For 
this thing the Lord iudged to bee good, That at the 
praiers of the humble, hee might vouchſate to giue 
health and ſaluation,toſuch as were in authoritie.

Saith Saint A»guſtine, After the Apoſtle had ſaid and 
charged, to pray foreuerieman, and all that are in au- 
thoritie; That he might take away deſperation, hee ad- 
ded , Who will haue All men to be {aued. This, faith 
he,he ſpeaketh,thatnone ſhould deſpaire, And againe 
leauing Gods ſecret diſcerning and iuſtice to himſelfes 
we muſt ſincerely belecue, That God would thart all 
men ſhould be ſaued. So then theſe fathers diminiſh 
nothing ot the Lords commiſſion, Pray (ſaith one) as 
God commaundeth : It hee will ſaue all, pray thou for 
all. He will ſaue all (faith an other)but thou muſt keepe 
the condition,and draw neere vnto him. Laſtly, Theſe 
wordes (who is the Sauiour of all men,&c. ) are added 
totake away deſperation. So theſe fathers nothing di. 
minith the nature of the wordes : but make conſidera- 
tion how they bce applied concerning praier, for all

Andindeed we ee, how holy writ doth greatly ſer 
forth this adoprion,that God had made of this people 
of the Iewes.But $.Pau/commandeth vs to pray for all 
the world : and ſo, not without cauſe addeth the rea- 


{on 
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ſon which is here ſet downe, to wit, Becauſe God will 
haue all men to be ſaued. Allo afterward; For why are 
weinthis world, but onely to ſer forward the good will 
of God,as much as we can : T hus mailter Ca/uin? Wee 
muſt pray as the Lord decrceeth, The health of al is wel 
pleaſing to God, Allare inuited to whom the goſpellis 
oftered, We mult ſecke the ſaluation of all : Wee muſt 
ſet forth Gods will, We mult pray for all the world. 

And out of the Siriac,the words are thus tranſlated : 
Qui vult 11 omnes fily hommis,ſeruentur , & ſeje conuertant Tremelins, 
ad cognitionem weritatis, ec. Who wil thatall the ſonnes 
of man be ſaucd, &c-So tranſlating all the ſons of man, 
for that which weſav, All men. And matter Bullinger 
hath thus : Chriſtianorum enim ft, imitari exemplum des 
patris,c7 leſu Chriſti fily ſui. ille antem ſinit ſolem ſuum, oriri 
faper bonos + malos,o7 pluit ſuper inſtos & miuſtos. Mat.g. 
53-Hic vero ctiam pro perſequutaribus orauit , Luk.23.34. 
Gentiles in ſacris ſuis denouent Chriſlo addittos : at Chriſtia- 
wi pro vniuerſis hominibus e'12 inimicis ox peccatoribus,on art 
debent . It is the part of Chriſtians to imitate the ex2m- 
ple of God the father : and of Teſus Chciit his ſon. For 
the one ſuffcreth his ſun to ſhine forth vpon the good 
and the euill, and ſendeth his rainc vponthe juſt and 
vniuſt : and Chriſt alſo praied for his perſecutors. The 
Gentiles in thcir rites,curſe ſuch as profeſſe Chriſt : bur 
Chriſtians muſt pray for All men vniuerſally, cucn for 
their enemies and ſinners. And Eraſmus thus interpre-+F ame, is 
teth:] aſt of all Ict thanks be rendred vnto him,&c. And 799+ 
let theſe be done,not only for the Chriſtians, but for all 
manner of men alſo: leſt Chiiſtian loue ſhould appeare 
to bee but a ſtreit-lacedloue: as though it fauourcd 
none, but of his own ſort: but letit be extended abroad 
in moſt large manncr,atter the example of God, both 
to the good and to the bad : like as he being perteclie 

E ij good 
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good and benchiciall roal,as much as in him is, beſtow. 
eth his ſun ro ſhinegvnto the 1uſt and alſo to the vniuſt, 
And inas much as God pgiuerh publike quietnes, by 
means of Ezhnick rulers : it is reaſon that thanks be ren- 
dred allo tor them. And ir 1s vncertaine to vs, whether 
thatruler being a wicked image worlhipper , ſhall in 
ſhort ſpace receiue the goſpell : torthat cauſe, Chriltian 
loue wiſheth the ſalvation of all. The ew loueth the 
Iew,the brother loucth the brother, &c. This is nota 
goſpell-like loue ; butthart is a goſpell-like loue,that lo- 
ueth the godly for Chriſt : and loueth the wicked that 
they may once repent and turne vnto Chriſt, And prai- 
er15to be :made,not only for the whole generall ſort of 
men,but alſo eſpecially for kings,&c. A gaine,Chriſtis 
the Sauiour of all, he excludeth none from ſaluation, 
he bringeth the light of the goſpell vntoall, 8&c. Allo, 
It the common father ofal,ſent him to ſaue all: andit he 
gauc himſclte, torthe redemption of all: it is meet for 
vs to endeuour by all means,that his death may indifte- 


: rently be auaileable vnto all. 


And Bea giueth this note vpon that verſe,ſaying, An+ 
other argument,why churches or congregations ought 
to pray tor all men, without any difference of nation, 
kind, age, or order, to wit,becauſe the Lord by calling 
of all ſorts, yea ſometimes thole tharare greateſt enc+ 
mies to the goſpell,will haue his church gathered toge- 
therafter this ſort: and therefore praiers to bee made 
for All. 

To this point commeth that, that we hauc hitherto 
ſer downe in both theſe chapters. Firltthe propoſition 
1s made plaine and prouecd - that praiers, ſupplications, 
interceſhons, and giuing of thanks,is to be made for all 
mankind. 

Secondly,the reaſon of the Apoſtle is expounded to 
maintaine 
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maintaine the propoſitionin ſuch ample ſort as is re- 
quired : and that God will haueal men to be ſaued,and 
tocometo the knowledge of the truth. 

Thirdlie,the rcaſons of the learned gathered herevp.- 
on areadded allo :As,that (uch praicr is to be made for 
all : thatthere may be made a change of them : that of 

rſecutors, they may be made cheriſhers : ſecing hee 
bath made vs to his image, we ſhould excrcile our cha- 
rity one towards another:we muſt haue compaſſion on 
the deſtructis of inftidels: we muſt follow the example 
of God that giueth his ſun and his rain to the vnrighte- 
ous: and we mult tollow the example of Chriſt his ſon, 
that praied for his perſecutors : wee muſt hope well, 
becauſe they are created ro Gods image. We were in 
the way of damnation, God may do as much forthe as 
hedid for vs : we may not deſpaire of them : the ſalua- 
tion of all is well plealing to God: we are in this world 
to ſet forward the good will of God:ourlouc muſt not 
be aſtraitlaced loue, but a goſpell-likc loue, to loue e- 
ven the wicked. It God gauc his ſon for all : If Chriſt 
offered himſelfe fora redemption for all, we muſt inde- 
vour by all meanes, that his death may be auilea- 
ble to all. And therefore I'conclude,that ſuch apraier 
is neither ſuperſtitious nor ſuperfluous, nor inore cha- 
ritable then Godrequireth;but moſt holy,accepted,re- 
ligious,and agreeable to the mind, purpoſe,and will of 
God.And thus much concerning the two firſt points. 


The third part.Of the doctrine eſta- 
bliſhing ſuch praier. 


Heſe things being thus deliuered;concerning the 
Apoſtles rule of publike praier, tor mankinde , I 


come to the doQtrine thereoh,and to ſhew how by 
| doctrine 
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doarine itſtandeth: and that Gods children oughefo 
to pray.

The hiſt ſetteth downe knowledge,afſurance,mani- 
feſt cuidence, concerning the perſons ſpoken of , and 
prai*d for. 

The ſecond an heartie delire,an expettation, an at. 
tendant hope : that he which aireth , ſhould aire in 
hope,and thathe that threſheth in hopc,ſhould be par- 
taker of his hope. For if we hope for that we {ce not,we 
do with patience abide for it. Bur of theſe two points, I 
will ſpeake more at large : and firſt of praicr grounded 
in clefion. 

When the great ſhepheard of the ſheepe, the Lord 


| Telus walked on earth , and choſe vnto himſelte his 


ewelue diſciples: theſc he taught, theſe he inſtructed, he 
ſhewed vnto them his works,his ſecrets, his glory. They 
heard the voice of Godautthoriſing his Chriſt. It the 

were weake, ie ſtrengthened them. It they were world- 
lv, hereproucd them.If they were ignorant he opened 
their wits:he reproucd their enemies,excuſcd his dilci- 
ples,ſhewed them the readineſle of the tempter,armed 
them againſt temptations,teachcrth them to watch and 
to pray,confirmeth them with his ſpiritand grace : So 
of all (ſides prepareth them to the ſeruice and worke, 
wherevnro it was his good pleaſure to ſend them (ac- 
cording as itis writzen) You haue not choſen me, but] 
haue choſen you, and ordained you, thatyc goe and 
bring foorth fruit , and that your fruit remaine , &c. 


This his flocke fo inſtructed, and taught, ſo conformed 
to

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to his heauenly purpoſe , was notwithſtanding of two 
ſorts of people. For it conlifled of Elect and Reprobate, 


Haue I not choſen you twelue,and one of you is a di- lobas.s. 


uil:2+c ſpakc it of Judas Iſcar tot, the ſonne of Simon: for 
it was he that ſhould betray him, though he was one of 
the twelue. And asthe Lord inſtructed & raughtthem, 
ſo alſo this bondflaue of Satan , even Indas, the Lord 
ccaled not to ſpeake vnto,to reprouc,and to checke: As 
tolay vnto them , That oneof themis adiuell, That 


one of them ſhould betray him, That he Cippeth his Mar.x5.:1. 


hand with him in the diſh: to ſay,Friend wherctfore art 
thou come, ludas bctraieſt thou the ſonne of man with 
a kiſe* It had beene better tor that man hee had neucr 
beene borne : He that eateth with me , hath liftvp his 
heele againſt me. All which reproouing ſpoken from 
him,as having authoritie : and not as the Scribes and 
Pharifies, had beene ſuthcicntto haue pierced the flin- 
ticand adamant heart, had not Satan ſo throughly be- 
witched and poſicſled him, to that his vile and traite- 
rous purpoſe. 

When Iecſus knew ( therefore) that his houre was 
come, that he ſhould depart out of the world , vnto the 
Father. Foraſmuch as he loued his owne , which were 


inthe world, vnto the end, he loued them : And there. toho.q. 


fore (as we reade)commendeth them being raught and 
inſtructed of him, vnto the father, ſaying : I haue decla. 
red thy name vntothe me which thou gaueſt me,out of 


the world. Thine they wcre,and thou gaueſt them me, , ,_ 


and they have kept thy word. Againe,while I was with 
them in the world,l kept thcm in thy name. Thoſe that 
thou gaueſt me , hauelT kepr, and none of them is loſt, 
but the childe of perdition,thartthe {cripturcs mightbe 
fulfilled. For theſe he praieth vnto the Father, ſaying: 


I pray for them,[ pray not tor the world , but for them 1cka17.9.

Conſider in this moſt heauenly and diuine praier, 
theſe points and circumſtances. 
1. Whopraieth. 2. For whome heprateth not. 
3. For whom heprateth. 4. And the reaſon, 

He that praicth,is that truc ſhepheard, that laboured 
paintully, that wrought rightcouſnefic, that was with- 
out linne, that came to be the light of the Gentiles,and 
thc glorie of his people Iracl, That giueth vpaas it were 
inthis praicr, his account to his Father, that careth for 
mankind , that prepareth his Ditciples to {end into all 
the world,that hath gotten redemprion tor his people, 
that worketh th2 overthrow of the kingdome of finne, 
and Sathan;euen Chriſt Icſus, Godand man, entiing 
into the ſecrets of the Godhcad : cuen lie as now de- 

arting out of the worlde, vnto the Farhcr,concerning 
bis othce, which he recciued of the Father, thus bum- 
bled as man,makcth interccflion and praicr vnto him. 

Sccondly,becauſein the world are dayly outragious 
blaſphemics : and thatitrunneth on headlong intoall 
kind of wickednefle z Death, hcll, and damnation it 
ſelfe, triumpheth our it (for the onclie belecuers for 
whom Chit praid doc oucrcome: ) And forthe world 
hepraied nort,and theretorc it abounded in cuill. For 
which cauſe this world,by the iuſt iwdgement of God, 
ts turned ouer intoa reprobate minde, lett to his owne 
luſts and deliics : and therefore, as it liucth in hortible 
finnes and abhominations, ſo vnto moſt hortible, ik, 
and ſcucre iudgcment,is it turned oucr,throwne down 
and condemacd : for which cauſe the ſonne of God 
ſaid: / pray not for the world. 

Hepraicth then for them which the father had gi- 
uen him, For the wicked world he was not caretull. He 
was carciull tor his owne flocke, Theſe had a 

| al 
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all, and followed him, to thefe hee had declared the 
name of the Lord, theſe had continucd with him in 
his remptations, theſe he kept, to ſcnd into the world, 
That the world might belecue by them. And as thou 
did{t ſcnd me into the world, fo hauc ] ſentthem into 
the world.Such are they whom thou haſt giuen to me. 
And forthele 7 pray,and lift vp mine cies vato heauen. 
ThcReaſon tollowerh : For they are thine . Hecal- 
leth them not onely his Diſciples , becauſe hee trained 
and taught them to his diuineand heauenly purpole : 
but further entring into the ſecrets of God, beholdeth 
the wonderfull judgements of God , diſcerneth and 
pronounceth of them, Thar thoſe that bee his, are in 
decd Gods allo. Welillie men pray, according to the 
bare ſenſe,and feeling,of faith and louc : But Chriſt the 
ſonne of God, God and man, entreth into the taber- 
nacle of the higheſt,difkcerneth betweene Election and 
Reprobation,ſheweth that theſe his diſciples, whome 
hee hath taken out of the worlde , That they are 
Gods owne : ſetteth torth alſo him, that is none of 
Gods owne,but a Reprobarte, a loſt child as hee ſaith, 
Thoſe that thou gaueſt mee hauel kept,andnone of, 
them is loſt, but the child of perdition, That the Scrip- 
tures might be fulfilled. 
Herein then,we behold the moſt wonderfull worke. 
and miniſterie ofthe high Shepherd. He is of God,and 
came from God he teacheth, he reproueth, In the af- 
ſurance of his diuine knowledge he deuidcth his ſheep, 
commendeth theele& ro God, cntreateth his Father, 
topreſcrue them in the world: ſhutteth out, and poin- 
teth atthe Reprobatre, the childe of perdition,that be- 
traied him.A worke, I hope, that will make all fheep- 
herds and people to ſtand in awe and feare, and notto 
ſute them{elues in this worke, with Chriſt Iclus. And 
Fy thcre- 
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therefore a leatned man ſaith, Precationis autem qne hic

hi non dedet : Neque enim ex nuds tantum fidet & charitatis 

ſenſu, Chriftus orat, ſed adita calorum mereſſus , ante oculos 
habet arcana patrts indicia , quenos latet, quamaiu per fidens 
ambulamus. That is, Ot the praier which is here ſpe- 
citied, there was another ſpectall reaſon , which ought 
not to bee drawne for an example. For Chriſt praieth 
not, vpon the bare fecling of faith and lone onely : bur 
entering into the pallaces of heauen, hath the verie ſe. 
cretiudgements of his Father betore his cies : which 
things lic hid vnto vs,ſo long as wee haue our conuer- 
ſation, and walke by faith. 

To conclude then, let our praiers proceed, according 
tothe commaund2ment of the Lord, in ordinarie vo- 
cation and calling : for,to teach ſo pe: fetly and to dil- 
cerne {ſo deepely, into.Gods ſecretes, or to yeeld vp {0 
exact an account, belonneth not vnto vs : but that wee 
muſt let that alone for euer. And thus much for the 
firſt part of doctrine : now tothe next, which concer- 
neth Calling. 

Now owerk the fecond point. Namely of praier 
having his foundation in calling. Many a one, when 
they talke of Calling,do thinke that they ſpeake of ſome 
vnperfeR, calie,, o1dinaiic thing, without ſtrangenes, 
without deepe conceit,athing of courſe,8 that may be 
drawne too and tro,oft or on,preferit or abſent, of fome 
efte, or none cffeR, at their owne pleaſure ; and there- 

fore as thinking themiſelues able to handle greater mat- 
t ers,they will enter into Predeſtination, whether he be 
a reprobare, whether {uch a one be ele&,I am furc Iam 
choſen and elec I looke into ſuch a man and ] ce that 
he bringeth forth the fruits of rcprobation . Thus man 
where hc ſhould not iudge,is yery quicke fightcd; and 
whcre 
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where he 1s taught to diſcerne and judge indeed, there 
he will not vnderſtand,but is ſtark blind.For ſurely Vo- 
cation is a moſt excellent ordinary meane,for man and 
for the church of God,to know and diſcerne the things 
cf God which are prepared for them that loue him : on 
the contra1ie fide, his iudgements and puniſhments, a- 
gainſt thoic that are deſpiſers and contemners of his 
truth and Goſpell. And there tore in vocation, to what 
thing ſocucr he would turne himſelfe, whether it be to 
behold the goodnes or mercic of God towards man- 
kind ,cither to diſcerne things concerning himſelfe or 
his brother, he ſhal ind it moſt plentitully raught in the 
(cripture:, yea moſt admirablie ſer forth:if he wil inthe 
ſpirit of meckneſle and widome, imploy himſiclfe and 
feeke for the ſame. 

Such kind perſons of ſuch peremptorie perſuaſions, 
are like vnto thoſe that (ay : It | be predeſtinate to bee 
laued,[ ſhal be ſaucd, and thinke it ſufhcientthus to lay. 
They never draw neere vnto Chriſt, they examine not 
whether they be choſen in him,whether they be vader 
his guard and protection : they conſider not that they 
ſhould be holy and without blame before him inloue, -p4..,, 
That they are predeſtinatto be adopted, through Ielus 
Chriſt, That they ſhould be ro the praite of his giotie. 
Theſe things they conlider not,ſo in moſt daungerous 
ſort they intangle themlelnes,being ina maze,and can- 
not gct out : Solikewiſe thele men in predeſtination,in 
eletion, in reprobarion, they ccnlure others, thinking 
molt weakly of the ſtate of Vocation (being indeed the pa 
only place, where we ſhould kcho!d our ſclues and 0- 
thers) & forgetting, Thattince God hath giuen vs his 
Chriſt, row ſhall nothe with hum give vs all chingesal- , 
fo: ſeeing, all power is giucn vnto him, both 1 heauen WOOne 
and incaith : and that God hath made him hcire of all Heb.1.2, 
things. Scing therefore that this Lord is vnto vs omni- 
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ſufficient, and molt rich : and no lefte bountifall then 
hee is rich toall that call vpon him : let vs draw necre 
then vnto Vocation, and ice what things hee hath pre. 
parcd tor them that louc him : who of God 1s made 
ynto vs, wiicdoincand righteouſneſle, and fanctifica- 
tion and redemption. That according as it is writ. 
ten,He that rctoiceth, let him reioice in the Lord. 

God cuen the moſt mightic God, forthe gathering 
of the ſaints rogether, hath ſpoken, and inuitcd the 
world.trom the riſing vpot the ſunne, vnto the going 
downe of the ſame. He being the tountaine and tulnes 
of all good things,hath prepared marriage tor his ſon, 
and invited gueſts thereunto : whereby 15 vnderſtood, 
That he tendreth vato mankind,the holy fellowſhip of 
is ſon Chriſt [efus, Thathe wil in him gather together 
his people, his ſaints, his church : and laſtly beſtow vp- 
on them tize moſt comfortable and heauenly toics cter- 
nall in his glorious kingdome. For Chriſt is the end of 
the law,tor righteoufnes, to all that beleeue . Neither 
tendeth the worke of the rightcous God in his coue- 
nantto any other point,butthis,T hat Chiiſt ſhould be 
their God, his church married vnto him in taithfulnes, 
that they might know the Lord. Anc that he mightbe 
as is written : I will bea father vnto you , and you ſhall 
be my ſons and daughters,faith the Lord God almigh- 
tie. To this end, and for this holie calling , and thatir 
might be truely ſaid as a judgement againſt the wicked 
world and worldjings one day,to: contempt of the gol 
pell : What coul.l I kaue done any more to my Yine- 
yeard, that I haue not done vnto it . Thercfore is God 
like vnto a ccrtaine man,that made a great ſupper, and 
bad many : and ſent his {ervantat ſupper time to fay 
tothem that were bidden,Come,for all things are now 
readie, Butthey all with one mind began to make ex- 
cule,&c.Or as it1s in S. Wathewgthcy would not oy

Yea doubtleſle, I thinke (faith he) all things but 
lofſe tor the excellent knowledge lake, of Chriſt leſus ph.z8, 
my Lord. For whom I hauc counzed all things lofle, 
and do iudge them to bee dungue, that 1 might winne 
Chriſt. This is that which the Angell ſaid, Bee not a- 
fraid : for behold I bring you glad ridings otgreatioy, 
that ſhall bee vnto all people. This is a doctrine and 
knowledge that paſſeth all knowledge, not giuen vs by 
nature, but reuealed from aboue, containingthat moſt 
wonderfuli meſſage, concerning our S2uiour Chriſt 
leſus,and the benefite wherewithall we are bleſſed ,and 
inriched by ; im, who of God, is made vntovs, wiſe.

{us Chiiſt trom tlie dcad, to an inheritance immortall 
and vndctiled,&c. Theſumme whereot is to belecue, 
That Iclus Chriit is the Lambe of God ,-thattaketh a. 
way the {innes of the world. For hce that beleeueth in 
him,and ſhall be baptiſed, (hall be ſaued. 

Vato this diuinc and heauenly meflage of the prea- 
ching of the golpel,concerning health and dcliuerance 
inChriſt Jcſus,to bee recciucd and belecued of vs : for 
the turther ſtrengthning and increale of our faith,com- 
methalſo the Lords inſtitution, in the miniſtration of 
the lacraments;which were ordeined for the gathering 
together of theſaints, and for the worke of the mini- 
ſerie. And theſe ſacraments haue ſuch affinity anda- 
greement with the word,as that whatſocuer is giuen & 
promiſed vnto vs in the word, concerning our libertie, 
freedom, health and faluation in Chriſt to be obtained, 
enioied.and recciued,Fuen that doe the ſacraments, as 
ſignes and ſealcs applied to the word , to relecuc and 
ſtrengthen our infirmitie, confirme and make ſure vnto 
vs:and to this end,they are called holy {ignes and ſeals, 
in theſightand cies of men, iuſtituted of God : thatby 
them he may more declare and ſcale vnto vs the good 
things and mercitll promiſes reaucaled in the goſpel. 
Alſo they arc a reſtimonie of Gods fauour towards vs, 
confirmedby an outward {1gne, with a mutuall tcſtifi- 
ing of our godlines towards him. For ſacraments are 
nothing els then the promiles of the goſpell ſet foorta 
and adorned with outwaid action and ceremony- F 
An 
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And therforein baptiſme we are waſhed with water, 
inthename of the Father, the Son and the Holy ghoſt, 
toſignitie that wee arc receiued into grace and fauour, 
for the blood of Chriſt Icſus, thead for vs,andare rege- 
nerate by his ſpirit. And we on our parts,doe hereby te- 
ſtifie, and are bound that wee will hercatter in our lines 
and conuecrſation, witnefle and ſhew forth all newnes 
of lifc, and the good increale of the fruits of the ſpirit of 
the Lord. And theretore,being the church of Chriſt, 
weare gathered together by baptiſme and the word : 
that firſt by that marke we may be dilcerned trom other 
ſets and people - ſecondlie,thatthercby our taith may 
be confirmed : when as thereby Chriſt witneſſeth that 
he watheth vs with his blood, conterreth and beſtow- 
eth vpon vs remiſſion of ſins, iuſtificarion,and regenera- 
tion : Thirdiy,as it teacheth the vnitic of the church 
whereby we ſay,l belecue the holy catholike church:ſo 
alſo it ſhewerh that baptilme is a knot or band, whereby 
the members of Chriſtare bound or knit in mutuall 
loue one towards another,thatas we haue many mem- 
bers in one bodie,and al members haue not one office: 
{ſo we being many,are one bodice in Chriſt, and cucrie Rom,r2;4, 
one one anothers members. And concerning this our 
waſhing and regeneration,molt aptly faith one, Noſlre 
tum pur 74110115, tum regenerationts, m patre cauſamgn filie - parry 
materiam in (piritu effettum conſequimur , & quodammodo 
diſlinite cermmies, We getand obtaine,and as it were af- 
tera ſort, doe {ee very diſtinctly, In the Father the cauſe, 
inthe Sonne the matter, and in the Spirit,the effe,of 
our clenſing and regeneration. For the father giueth, 
the ſon laicth downe his life for the (ins of the world, 
and theholy {piritof God ſanQufheth our hearts , For 
heperformeth that waſhing inwardly in the ſoul, whicly 
the water is {aid to do outwardly to the body. 
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Now after that our good and gracious God, hath 
thus into his peculiar,and tamily recciued vs,as his chil- 
dren and ſonnes, as a louing father,moſt carctull of his 
people and choſen ones, he torfaketh vs nor, but cheri. 
ſheth and teedeth vs in the whole and continual courte 
ot our lite. And thertore vnto his church hc hath giuen 
by the hand of bis only begotten fon, a {piritualland 
heauenly banker, where our Sauiour Chit is vnto vs 
that bread of lite, wherewithal our foulcs ſho1ld be ted, 
tothe truc and blefled immortallitic, and to haue the 
end cuctlaſtinglite And thertore at this holy {upper,be. 
ing ſocalled,ot the tirſt inſtitution thereot, the Lord 
Chriſt promuſeth and ſealerh vnto the faichtul, Thar his 
bodie was broken and oftcred on the crotle, and his 
bloud ſo {urely and truly ſhead , -as with my cics I be- 
held the bread of the Lord ro bee broken, and the 
cup to be deſtribured : and theretore fo (urcly 1s the 
child of God fed to lite euctlaſtingby his bodie crucitt- 
ed, and his precious blood ſhead : as my bodic,is out- 
wardlic ted Dy the hand of thc miniſter, by the bread 
and cup which are giucn vnto meas ſure pledges of the 
ſame. 
t.Cor.te-!6 Tothis end faith the Apoſtle, The cup of bleſſing 
which wee bleſſeis itnot the communion of the blood 
of Chriſt: The bread which we breakc,is it not the com- 
r.Cor t1.26. munion of the bodie of Chriſt ? For we that are many, 
are one bread and one bodice, becavie weall are parta- 
kers of one bread. For as often as ye ſhal cat this bread, 
and drinke this cup, yce ſhew the] ords death, till hee 
come. In this holy iuſtitution of the Lord theretore we 
ſceke the confirmation of our faith , our vniting vnto 
Chriſt,the teſtification of our obedience to the church 
of God,our deſirc and loue that we haue to diwc)l rogt- 


ther in vnitic,our gladnes when they come together to 
cat, 
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eat: that we may conhrme the peace, vaiticand loue of 
brethren.For that holy ſupper ſheweth foorth vnro vs, 
that vader onc head, wearcall made the members of 
Chriſt Jeſus, becauſe we are ail made partakers of one 
bread. 

But hercin [ may ſay,woe to the world, becauſe of of- 
fences,yea thc offences(]fay)againſt this holy, iuſtitu- 
tion of the Lord; who are defirous hercot to be parta- 

ers? who applicth and victh ir?as the remembrance of 
the dcath of Chriſt Jelus for his ſinnes ? who doth 
oft reſort thereunto , to confirme the band of loue a- 
mong(t brethren ? Or rather is it not in molt places ſet 
downe for an ordinarie worke at Eaſter only ? and ne- 
uer thought vpon all the yeare following. So that holy 
band of Chriſtian vnitic of ſctting torth of the Lords 
death,is reieted and contemned :we delire the world, 
and looke vpon the earth : the things of God, and the 
things thatare aboue where Chriſt (1tteth on the right 
hand of God we ſecke not tor, nor hearken after them. 
It we would iudge our ſclucs,wee ſhould not betudged 
of the Lord,but hee iudgeth vs and callerh fora plague, 
and it deuoureth : hee iudgeth vs and calleth tor afa- 
mine ; and that tamine together with the adamant, 
braſhe and flintic hard hearts, rangeth and ragcth ouer 
the poore of the land : to eat vp my people as they 
would cat bread. And laſtly hee will call tor a ſword to 
make an end of vs,it wee repent not; O conſider this, 
yethat forget God,leaſt I plucke you away,nd there be 
none todcliver you; O let not the earth be your retol- 
cing. Chriſt calleth vs vp into heauca,vnto the table of 
the greatking : Aſcrndamus cum domino , in cenaculun 
magnum ſtratum atg, mundatum, > accipiamus ab eo ſur- 
ſum calicem noni teſtamenti. Let vs aſccr.d vp with our 
Lord, into that great dining chamber, adorned and 
made 
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madecleane, and there abouelet vs receiue the cup of

hoc miſterium, Aſcende 14itur ad cali portas &> dtligenter at. 
tenae : Imo non celi, ſed cali calorum, & tunc quod dicimus, 
eutueberts.T his myſterie cauſcth,that vato vs the earth is 
heauen: Aſcend vp therefore vnto the gates of heauen, 
and marke diligently, NaylI fay not vnto the gates of 
heaven : but vnto the gates of the heauen of heauens, 
and ſo ſhaltthou ſce the things that Jtell thee. 

Toconclude(therefore)this part,which containeth 
the means whereby we are called: thatis,the preaching 
of repentance,and forgiueneſle of ſtnnes , in the {weet 
promiſes of the Goſpel,and the miniſtraticn of the ho- 
lie Sacraments : it1s fer downe before in this cffe, 
That we tecle our burthen, that wee taſte of his feaſt, 
that we fitat his Supper, that we be partakers of the $2. 
craments,that hee ſtretcheth forth his mercie vntoall, 
that wee might belecue in him, that wee might live 
through him,and enioy cuecrlaſting lite. 

Now then it followeth by order,that we ſhew,whom 
he calleth vnder the name of Jew and Gentile, is com- 
prehended, All mankind. Now when itis ſaid, Goe in- 
ro the High wayes,and as many as ye find, call them to 
the mariage: Herein is deſcribed the calling of the Gen- 
tiles, which might haue ſtirred vp the Iewes vnto zeale, 


Deur.32.16, 42S We reade. They haue prouoked me, in them, which 


ar, 


are no gods : | therefore will prouoke them to icalofie, 
in them which are no people; yea, ina fooliſh nation 
will I prouoke them to anger. The Iewes becauſe they 
were choſen by God, in the former place flattred them- 
ſclues,as though the grace of God ſhould be addicted, 
and onely ſhut vp, in them:even as though God him- 
ſelt could not want,or be without them, by any means. 
Nay (faith God) Secke inthe high wates, in the _ 
an 
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and ſtreets of the cirtie. For the place, for the degree, for 
the perſon make no regard, bee they halt, lame, blind, 
maimed.poore,rich.All which generality of places and 
pcrions,ſheweth the franck and free,bountitull and li- 
berall,louing and vniucr{all,inuiting and calling of the 
Lord our God. Forthe word witneſleth accordinglic, 
Theſeruants went forth into the waies,gathered ah, as 
many as they found, both good and bad rogether : ſo 

the wedding was furniſhed with gueſts(both good and 

bad togcther) theſe they gathered without making 

choile, no man being ſhut out,for the kingdom ot hea- 

uen,is like vnto a draw net,caſt into the ſea, that gathe- 23t.13-47- 
reth of all ſorts. 

Altoto his feaſt in mount Sion, hee invireth all peo- 
ple, he ſendeth his word, the Goſpell, to be preached, 
the Sacraments to be miniſtred to all natfons, to all the 
world,to cucry creature: Amongſt them he will not 
the death of a (inner; vpon his ſonre he hath ſaid the 
iniquitie of vs all, he hath taken away the ſinnes of the 
world. God loued the world : Gointo all the world; 
he will all men to be ſaued, and come to repentance, he 
hath ſhut vp all in vnbeleccte , that he might haue mer- 
cie ypon all.God is wondertu!l in his worke, whom'he 
calleth,and whom he chaunteth . Therefore ]rhanke 
him(faith Saint Pal; which hath made me ſtrong, that 
is, Chriſt Ieſus our Lord : For he counted me faithfull, 
and put mein his ſeruice, when before I was a blaſphe- 
mer,and a perſecuter, and an oppretfour : but was re- 
cciued to mercie, &c. Againe, Benot decciued, neither 
fornicaiors,nor idolaters, nor wantons,nor buggerers, 
nor theeues, nor couctous, nor drunkards, nor railers, 
nor extorcioners,thall inherite the kingdome of God: 
And ſuch were ſome of you, but ye are waſhed, but ye 
aelanRitied in the name of the Lotd leſus, and by the

Ars: Vnto him,Repent (therefore) of thy wickednefle , and 
pray God,that if itbee poſſible, the thoughts of thine 
heart may be forgiuen thee,&c. 

But I ſurceaſc vpon the multitude of examples, and 
conclude with David, that thus burſt forth in his won- 

_ derfull ſtrait, Let vs fall now into the hands of the Lord, 
 forhismerciesaregrear, &c. Let vsin all the imper- 
tcions of this life draw neare vnto him, who lo lo. 
lerem3. Uingly invitcth vs,ſaying : O ye diſobedicnt children, 
returne, and [ will healc your rcbelh1ons. Let vs moſt 
gladly and readily anſwere : Behold, wee come vnto- 
thee,for thou art the Lord our God. And for thele his. 
mercies , his naine be blefled and praitcd for euer- 

more. 

But now wee come tothe [aſt part, concerning prai- 
er;the will of the Lord being ſo manifeſtly fer downe 
as before, I doubt not bur according to ihe ſame will,it 
is very plaine and cuident to diſccrne , for whom wee 
oughtto pray :'and on the otherfide, the vanit.e of 
thoſe thathauc coined formes of praier herein,contra- 
ry to the good will of God, doth appearcalio. When 
Moſes was about the work of the tabernacle of the Lord, 

_ , and ro hinith the ſame he was warned by God: See,faid 
Hibs  he,that thou make all things according to the patterne 
ſhewed theeinithe mount:'to Idoubt not butthe Apo- 
ſtle being a miniſter of a better teſtamenr,which is cſta- 
bliſied vpon betr r promiſes, would ordceine publique 
prater for the church of God according to the nd 
Chriſt, and the wiſedome from abouc reucalcd vnto 
him. 
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him. As if he ſhould reaſon , Is itthy mind OChriſt,to 
call in halt, lame,blind, maimed ? Wilt thou in m2rcie 
bring in the tulnes of the Gentiles ? [hall cheeues,adul- 
terers, and [dolaters, bee chaunged and ſanRihed vnto 
thee: ſhall thy holy commiſhon of the word and facra- 
ments,for the ſubduing of the kingdome of (in,tor the 
working of faith in thy children, goe forth to all the 
world,to cuery creature ? ſhall the word be thy power 
tolaluation,to all that belceue, of the lew tuſt,and alſo 
of the Gentile ? Shall the Apoſtles then goc into all the 
world , and ſhall be an Apoſtle of the Geariles, to ſet 
forth thele glad tidings amongſt them 2 ſurely then ſhal 
Iteach the vnrighteous thy waies : and ſinners ſhall be 
conuerted vnto thee. And then lerthe Gentiles praiſe P:al.51.144 
God for his merciegas it is writen : For this cauſe I will 
confeſſe thee among the Gentiles, and ſing vnto thy 
name. And again he ſaith,Reioice yee Gentiles with his xo.15.9.10,” 
people. And again,Praile the Lord, All ye Gentiles,and 
laud ye him all ye people together. And againe Eſaias 
faith, There ſhall be the root of Icfle, and he thatſhall 
riſeto raigne ouer the Gentiles, in him ſhall the Gentils 
truſt, Then O Lord ſhew thy ſcruants thy worke, and 
their children thy glorie. And the glorious maicltie of —_—_— 
the Lord our God be vponvs, proſper tho! the worke 
ot 01r hands vpon vs,O proſper thou our handy work, z,Cor.t 28, 
Lerine care tor all congregations, let meelearne,in Poult. 
what cſt2tc ſo cuerTIam,to be content : let me be made = _

And fitthen Tgjue in precept vnto thy church, 
concerning the truth oft thy word and ductiine: and I 
lay vnto Temothie ; So doe,that thou waine ſome, that 
they reach none other dotine,ncither that they giuc 
keed vato tables, and gencalogirs, which are cndles, 
H 11 which 
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which breed queſtions, rather then godly edificne, 

which is by faith.For the end of the commandement is 
louc,out of a pure heartand a good conſcience, and of 

faich vnfeined,&c.Then after ye haue had a ſpecial care 

for the ſoundnes of the truth and wholſome doctrine: 

1.Timz, ITcxhort that firſt of all,ſupplications,praiers, interce ſh- 
ons,and giuing of thanks be made toral men For kings 

and for all that arc in authoritie,&c . For this is good 

and acceptable in the ſ1ght of God out fauiour, who 

will that all men ſhall be ſaucd and come vnto the ac- 
knowledging of the trutiy . Thus the Apoſtle, accor. 

ding tothe inſtruction giuen vato him,eſtabliſheth not 

only inthe church of Eyheſus . but in the {une, inthe 
whole church of Chriſt , that there be not only ſound 
doctrine eſtabliſhed : bur alſo publike praier tor all e- 
ſtates,and all mankind vniuciſally . For God inuiteth 
them,and calleth them to bee partakers ot his ſauing 
health . And great rcaſon it ſhould be accordingto the 
patterne ſet downe, and will of the Lord : the maine 
ground and foundation whereot is this. 

T o whom(ocuer the word and ſacraments doe belong, for them 
we #ug ht to pray. But the word and ſacraments doe belong 10 
all the world, to all nations,to all creatures.T herefore wee 
ought to pray for all the world, for all nations,for all crea- 
fares, 

The Apoſtle in this calling, counteth it notatimeto 
deſleuer them whom God in the participation of his 
promiſes of his word and iacraments, andin the prea- 
ching of tke acceptable ycare of the Lord , hath ioined 
and knit together : and therefore would that all might 
be praied for, vato whom this mercie of the Lordis 
offered. He doubteth not butthe foundation of God 
remaineth ſure,and hath this ſeale, Tac Lord knoweth 
who arc his ; but in this charge that is laid ypon m_ ; 

who 
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who is offended and S. Paw! burne not : and therefore 
accorcing tothe will of the Lord, he would haue all 

know him and come vnto the truth, 

Azaine the Apoſtle by the ſpirit of the Lord, ſaw the 
wondertull cftects that ſhould grow and ſpring from 
the preaching of the goſpell. For thereby, and by the 
preaching ot the ſame, the fierce lions ſhall beramed, x, ,, « 
and made mecke and humblcythe wolfe and the lambe 
ſhall tecd rogether : the people that dwell in darkenes Ela-s. 
ſhall behold the true light : all nations ſhall ſee the (al- 
uation of our God, 

For this wonderfull worke and building ofthe Lord, 
hauing the foundationin the great loue of God tow- 
ads vs, js dilpenſed firſt, by Preaching and Hearing, 119.

whichI omit. I rake it,the ſtumme is, Gods ordcr in ta- 
king warre in hand, was not obſcrucd; ſacrifice tro God, 
was notdulicand rightly adminiſtred ; Sas/ caſt his c1e 
too much on the defection and inconſtancie of the peo- 
ple; God the ſtrength of Iſrael], was notin all things pre- 
ferred : the enemic and his cruelty more thought vpon 
then Godsdeliuerance . For he ſhould hauc conlulted 
with Samuel, and Same! ſhould haue raught him the 
Lords will,they both ſhould haue ſacrificed and ſerued 
the Lord together : and fo at the prophets REN ro 
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haue learned whatheſhould doe, as chap. 10. Verſes.

Lattly , God himfelte reuc2iing the hypocrite, 
and calting him out, and commaunding t thc Prophet 
nor to pray for him. "To conclude then, it wee wi ould 
in thete daies diſcharge our dutic:prav for All men,and 
our brethren, vnill the Lord rencale thic hypocrits and 
Reprobates,and doe ingle them our,as he G1d Sau/,and 
as our Saviour Chriſt did 1#das,and then tO reteet the m, 
(as performing our obedience to God, becaulc hee fo 
commaundcth) and vnrill that time pertourme the ſcr- 
uice and dutic of Gods children, and ot the Church of 
God, 
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God,al this controucrlic were at an end:and we ſhould 
not iangle ſo much about the thing, we know not what 
ie mcancth. In that the Prophet prateth for Saul, Martir ,,,; ,,, 
ſaith, He mourned for Sau/,longer than he ſhould haue P.r. 4tar,, 
done : but the good zeale, hath tor the moſt part, loue 
ioincd with it. And maſter Catuin faith : It 1$an hard 
point yet,to depriue the Prophet of God,ot faith here- 
in : but of this ] haue ſpoken inough betore. 
Having thus much difcourſed according to the 
Scriptures, concerning Eſau and Saul, I will ſpeake the 
Ieile of indas. Peter Martir ſaith thus of Saul, and him 
both,Yocatus ef Sanlus ad reenum,at non ad ſalutem : & In- Lai com. 
das quamuis ad Apoſtolatum a4 ſcitus eft, non tamin redemp. nv. 
tionts per Chriftum particeps furt.Saul was called toa king- 
dome, but notto faluation: And das though hee were 
allorted ro the Apoſtlethip , yet was he not partaker of 
redemption by Chriſt . Firſt (therefore) he was not 
reucaled,by the Apoſtles which werethe ſeruants : but 
by the Lord, For Ieſus knewe from the beginning, 1%" 6.4. 
which they were that belecued nor : and who ſhould 
betray him,Andagaine, HaucI not choſen you twelue, ., 
and one of you is adiucll. And, Heeitisro whom I 
give the ſoppe : and he wet the ſoppe and gaue itto 1#- 3 
das Iſcariot : Thus Chriſt reucaled him, and not the dil- 
ciples. | 
5 the Diſciples thruſt him not out : For,it is 
written, For he was numbred with vs , and had obtai- aa: 1.17. 
ned fellowſhip in this miniſtration, He therefore hath 
pn a held with the reward of iniquity,and when 
e had throwne downe himtelfe hedlong , he braſt in 
ſunder in the middeſt, and his bowels guſhed our, &c. 
This traitor and reprobate, therefore, a repiner againſt 
good workes,alumpe of couctouſneſle , an ympe of 
Satan , atraitor to the Lord, an encmie to himlclfe :

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choſen yet, & put in place by the Lord, is to be thought 
vpon,and conlidercd of vs,eſpecially tor theſe threere- 
ſpeRs. 1 For judgement. 2. for comtort. z.for example. 

For Iudgement, That ſuch as come in high place, 
and in the dignitie of the miniſtery, ſhould attend their 
calling, ab(taine from filthie lucre,do the worke of the 
ſeruant of the Lord, ſet before their cies, the greedines, 
the impudencic, the couctouſneſle, the {odaine ruine, 
and fearefull end of this traitor . And that they ſeeke 
nottheir owne, as he did,but the things that belong to 
Ieſus Chiiſt, 

Secondly,for comfort, Though there enter into the 
Church rauening wolues,ſceking to deuour the flocke, 
yea Apoſtaraes and enemies tothe croſſe of Chriſt:yea 
and ſometime ſpring from amongſt themlelues, That 
| they ſhouldbe comforted herein - and in pacience poſ- 
ſeſle their ſoules, To thinke, it is no new thing , but as 
alſo was verified in the Church, and in the time of our 
Lord and Sauiour Ieſus Chriſt , walking on earth, and 
hauing conuerſation among vs. 

Thirdly, That the fall of 1«das, the blaſphemics of 
Cerinthus,_Arius,and ſuch like, ſhould be exam ples vn- 
to vs,that we fall not into the like condemnation, that 
we more firmelic and conſtantlic regard the truth :And 
that we heartilie pray , we may vc Authours of know- 
ledge,of faith,and of good workes, and not of quiddi- 
ties,caucls,and errours,tointanglethe people of God, 
and the inheritance of Ieſus Chrilt. 

So then the Reſolution is this, Such as hath beene 
the behaviour of theſe Churches towards them in their 
time : ſuch ought ours to be towards them, if they were 

- liveamongſt vs : and to receive them as long as God 
bidderh receciuc : and to reiect them,when God reuea- 
leth them : and notto goe before the reuclation of the 

Lord. 
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Lord. And thus much for thoſe three, the more atlarge 
for the vnderſtanding of other like examples in the 
Scriptures.

Totheanſwering of this obicGtion, we will firſt ſee 
what theſinne is : Secondly, of the vnderſlanding of 
the place. For the firſt, Some referre this finne vato ,,,...... 
thele wordes of Saint Matthew, Wheretore I ſay vnto 
you,cuecricſinne and blaſphemie, ſhall be forgiven vn- 
to men,butthe blaſphemic againſt the holie Ghoſt, ſhal 
| not be forgiuen vnto men.S. Auguſt.ſpeaketh thus of ir, 4. Hg 
De quo peccato,quoniz non expreſium eſt. poſſunt multa & dt- gacep.12. 
werſa ſentiri ; Ego autem aico ideſſe peccatum : fidem, que per 
dileftionem operatur, deſcrere vſq, ad mortem . Ot which 
lin becaule it is not expreſſed, manic and diueile things 
may be thought, But I ſay , That it is that finne, thatis, 
to abandon and forlake vnto the death,the faith which 
worketh by loue. An other ſaith, that it is Finals impe- ,,,, 
nitentia : Thatis, an vnrepentant heart vnto the ende. 
Maſter Caluin calleth it, Peccatum cui nulla ſpes vente reli- cant 
qua eſt,cc. Apoſtaſiam,qua penitus homines a Deo ſe alie. 5.51.16. 
nant. Porro cum peccatum, ant blaſphemia in ſpriritum 
eiuſmodi arſeftionem per petus ſecum trahat , non dubium eſt, 
quin hic notetur, That is, Atinne wherevnto there isre- 
maining no hope of pardon. Apoſtalie, whereby men 
altogether alienate themſclnes from God: And more- 
Ny oucr 
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over, when as ſinne or blaſpheinie againſt the holie 
Ghoſt,doth alwaics draw with it ſuch kinda deteCtion, 
there is no doubt, but that it 1s meant here. So here 
for the {inne, thatis here meanr, we lec it 1s a renoun- 
cing of the faith, an imperiitencic hnall, a talling away 
from God, and Apoltacic, a blaſphemic againſt the 
holy Gholt, 

Secondly,for the vnderſtanding of the place, Doctor 
Martir giueth this iudgement, N omine conſlitunnr altbi, 
wt 0remus pro omnibus,grad T imotheum ratio additur, Quod 
ommes Dens velit ſaluos fiert . Et tamen Ichannes att peccare 
nonnullos ad mortem. Et pro his dicit non orandum. 2uod ta- 
men intelliger e debemus, quando nobis fuerit compertumgllos 
ad mortem peccaſſe, Is it not determined elſewhere, T hat 
we ſhould pray for All men. And vnto T1morthie the rea- 
{on 18 added, For God will haue all men to bec ſaucd. 
And yet Saint 1o/n ſaith, that many finne vnto death, 
and for theſe hce ſaith, We ought not to pray. Which 
ſaying yet we ought ſo to vnderſtand,, when the ſame, 
their finne ſhall bee throughlie found out and tried, 
that theſc ſaide perſons haue ſinned vnto death . So 
then in concluſion, theanſwere is thus : We ought to 
pray forall men:but if we know throughlic ſuch an im- 
penitent Apoſtata vnto death,we ought not to pray fox 
lucha one.

The eAnſwere. 
This is obieed, as though there were no effcR or 
end ot prater: but to be heard. Yes,the Lord may accept 


the obedicnce,and humilitic of his ſcruant: and yetnot 
graunt 
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raunt the requeſt, The prophet praieth inthe pſalme, 

et thy people praile thee O God, let all thy people 
praiſe thee. And when was it,or when will itbe, thatall 
Gods people, will extoll and praiſe him ? yet is this the 
defire and praier of the church; and as wee pray, Thy 
will be done in earth, as it isin heauen . Which things 
howlſocucr they come to paſle, wee leaue to his diuine 
maicſtie.Our requeſt,defire,and zeale, we make known 
to him. The ſonne of God, and our Sauiour prated : 8& 
in obedicnce to his father praied three times : O my fa- 
ther,if itbe poſhbleylet this cup paſſc trom me, &c. Yet 
(therefore)came he into the world,that hee ſhould taſt 
thereof. As it1s written: Father,ſaue me from this hour, 
but therefore came | vnto this houre. Yet lo would hee 
be humbled,lo would he be obedient, ſo would heegin 
the tght of the father, fulfill all righteouſnes . Solike- 
wile,letvs be zealous on the Lords behalte, ſhew our 
deſire to preter his kingdome , hee ſhall accept our ſcr- 
uice,and our obedience: though he dcale in thole our 
ſuits and requeſts, according as ſhal be thought beltro 
his deuinc maicſtie- 

And thercforc one noteth after this ſort. Quanquam 
autem orationes,non debito ordine fate, ad nullum nobts pec- 
Calum imputantny. propter charitatem qua ramus, hy tamen 
dam in facimus quod nhil impetramns, niſi debito ordine : 1- 
ta Chriſlus in cr uce , rogauit pro ſuis hemictats : pater mqui- 
ens)remille illis,non enim ſciunt quid faciunt Luk.23 34.48 
pater non remiſit niſi conuer ſis e& credentibns, ſicatt Petrus in 
ſua concione oflendu. A.2.38. Ceteri peccarunt ad mortem, 
cx in peccats ſuo mortui ſunt, propterg, illos, Hieruſale, & om- 
ne Indeorum reenum vaſiatum eſt. And although our prat- 
ers nor made in due order,arc notimputed to vsas any 
linne,in regard of the loue wherewith we pray : yetthe 
lolle we receiue,is this,that we obtcine nothing, but in 
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right and due order :{o Chriſt on the croſſe praied for 
his perſecutors, and murderers, ſaying : Father torgiue 
them,for they know not what they doe. But the tather 
forgauc not but vnto thoſe, that were conuertcd, and 
were beleeuers, as Peterin his ſermon ſheweth. The 
reſt ſinned ynto death,and are dead in their ſ1ns:and for 
them Teruſalem,and all the kingdome of the Iews, was 
raced and deſtroicd. Let vs not (therefore)cuen in prai- 
eng, be weary of well doing: tot in due time ſhall wee 
reape,it we faint nor.

JAleremy theſeutth,T he Lord ſaith thus,cocerning the ob- 


ſtinate lews,which cotemned the word of the Lord: l will ca 

you out of my ſight,as I haue caſt out al your brethre,cxc.T her. 
fore thou ſhalt not pray for the, neuther intreat me: for I wil not 
heare thee. YVpon which place we may reaſon thus, Whoſoeucr 
God hath caſt out of his ſight, that ts,ont of h1s fauour, andwill 
wot be intreated for them , for ſuch we muji not pray : but ſuch 
are ail the reprobate , therefore wee muſt not pray for them, I 
weant for their ſaluatinn, 


The eAnſwere, 


This Obiection conteineth two parts. Firſt the place 
of Ieremie,ſecondly the argument. Firſt of the one, the 
of the other. In this ſcripture of Teremic, Therfore thou 
ſha!t not pray for this people, &c . We are to conſider

Walke atterother gods. They would preſume and ſay, 
Weare dcliuercd,though we hauc done all theſe abho- 
mina- 
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minations.&c. The houſe of God becamea denne of *" 
theeues: Godroſe vp early and ſpake vnto them. They * 
would not heare,they would notanſwer. Againe, The 
children gather wood,the fathers kindle the tire, & the verſe. 
women knead the dowe, to make cakes to the queene 
of heauen,&c.Here was in this people, hipocriſic : yet 
fying,they were religious; oppreſſion, ſheading of in- 
nocent blood, adulteric,periurie,abominable idolatrie, 

reſumptuous finnes, preſuming on Gods mercies : & 
inthe houſe of God,in ſtead of holy ones,theeues as in 
adenne : al eſtates falling and declining trom the Lord, 
fathers,wiues,childeren, vniuerſally all ſetting vp Ido- 
latric, worſhipping Bae!, baking cakes tothe queen of 
heauen, and pouring out drinke offerings vnto other 
gods : and all, thatthey might prouoke God vntoan- 
ger : when as he ſtill ſpake vnto them , and they would 
not heare ; he called vntothem, and they would not 
anſwere. 

This was a wonderfull and lamentable defe@ion : 
being into ſogroſeſinnes, and of the whole andall e- 
ſtates : and from ſo louing and mercifull a father,and to 
be ſorrowed, pittied and lamented, euen with flouds, 
rivers, and fountaines of tearcs. For ſurely the earth Hebe.s.y. 
which drinketh in the raine that commeth ott vpon it, 
and bringeth forth hearbes meet tor them, by whom it 
is dreſſed, receiueth blething of God : but that which 
beareth thornes, and briers, isreproued, and is necrc 
ynto curſing,whoſe end is to be burned. And therfore 
(\urely) when wickednes had poſlefled the whole bo- 
die of the common weale;when the ſcourge of God,as 
peſtilence, ſword, dearth, hath not reclaimed the peo- 
ple,and thirdly when a nation hath Gods word, & law, 
and bringeth not toorth the fruits thereof : it isa ſigne, 
pt reprobation,they arc necre vnto reprouing,to be caft 

out 
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o::tof Gods fauour, to haue the word, and the mercie, 
& the fauor, and the prouidence, and the protection of 
God taken from them, and beſtowed on a nation that 
wiil bring fouh the fruits thereof. When Scrpio beheld 
thecitic of Carthage ,burne ſtxrecne daics together, he 
wept ſorrowtully,and being asked why,he aniwercd: I 
remember(ſaith he)the milerics oi man, and ſuch like 
one day,is like to be the end of our ſlate,and famous ci- 
tie ol Rome. So ſurcly the general contempt of the gol- 
pcll of Chriſt,thevniuerſall reiefting of the louing cor- 
retions of the Lord, the manifeſt corruptions in all 
kinds of finne and wickednes,doth portend,thatitisto 
be teared, our deſtruction and contuſion is not far off : 
but that one day we hall raſt as Iſrael! hath taſted : wee 
ſorcſemble hir, weare ſo like her in all kind of (1ns,pre- 
ſumption and infidelitie. The Lord grant vs in timeto 
be a wile and vnderſtanding people, to know the wates 
of the Lord,to diſccrne the day of our viſitation,andto 
bring forth the truirs of righteouſnes : that we may flic 
from the wrath thatis tro come,in contrire,humble,and 
repentant minds,pleaſing the Lord ; that he may turne 
away that heauic wrath and iudgement that our finnes 
daily grone and crie for, inthe fight of God ourhea- 
uenly father. Burnow to the matter.

| Chapters before,thatthe Lord torbiddeth the Prophet 


to pray for them, The Lord ſetteth downe their condi. 
tions, which wasa generall defection and talling away 
from the Lord, as I haue ſaid, the verie fruit of repro- 
batiſme. And we ſee, The Lord ſaith not here,peremp- 
torily, or indefinitely,Pray not for Reprobatres, nor he 
vſeth not this phraſe, Pray not for thoſe,that be Repro- 
bates among them, Bur firſt he maketh the Prophet at- 
tentiue : ſecondly, he ſhewerh forth and ſctteth _ 

the 
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the Prophets cics,the abhominations and finnes ofthe 
pougen For though the Prophet knew much of theie 
wickedneſle of himfclfe : yer when the IL ord cauſe 

him to behold, and fcr it betore his cies, he krew tarre 

more. Thirdly, he faith, Thou thalt not pray tor them. 
Asifthe Lord ſhould ſay, Thoulſceſt more now, then 

thou didſt hetore, bchold what a people thou haſt 

praied for. My fauour is ceaſed, my loue is ceaſed, let 

thy loue alſo ceaſe. Thou thalt not take thee anie wife, jc;c,16:4, 
neither ſhalt thou haue any for nes and daughters in 
this place : Thcu ſhalt not pray for them . So that wee 
ſec the Lord proceedeth in wondertull juſtice againſt 
them. Firſt, he reuealeth them , ſecondly,withdraweth 
his tauour ; thirdly, forbiddeth mans helpe and com- 
fort, [hat they may know by the month vt leremre , the 
indiznation and wrath of the Lord : and that they 
were ncarc to contuſion and deſtruction.So thar we (ce 
Tholc be teuealed,nor trom beneath, bur from aboue, 
not trom man but from God : and therefore pray not 
for them, 

Now for the expoſition of the wordes. Firſt (there- 
fore) Auſculus of theſe places of /eremie, writeth after 
this forte : Notwithſtanding the diligent praicr of 
the Prophet , praying continually for the people of 
God, was notcondemned by theſe wordes : but hee 
was rather admoniſhed hereby, Thar the praiers were 
but in vaine,foraſmuch as the time of ivdgement, and = a 
the wrath of Cod was at hand, as we may lee Jere,14. 11 demn«d tor 
after this maner : Pray not forthe people toany good #'7Y'5s:

and tainine, In the meane while the prophet left not of He 1cfr nut 
his diligence,in preaching and praying: albeithe heard Þ' ——_ 
the Lord fay oftentimes : That heauailed not by his g þ,,\.u, 
paaicr. An other ſaith , 0bſerna imterceſsionem ſantferuns 
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Gerard 14. maxim efſe eſſcatie Ait (nim, Et ne obſiſtas mihr hoc eſt nk 
11 1n Hit. gbicern ir mee, orationem tua interpoſuerts, quod Moſen fe- 
Gis/ſa, erdin, Ciſſe legumus. Ceterum ne dens viacatur orationem ſanctorum 
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mbhalt facere quare querulns Ind.eos now exauniat,ſubnectit ra- 
tionem dicens. Non contemnere ſe interceſyonem ſanttorum, 
ſed cor tmpanitens Iadeorum. Marke (laith he'that the in- 
terce(sion ot the holy men, is of great ettecacie, For he 
ſaith, Hinder me not,or ſtoppe me not, [hat 15,putnort 
forth thy praicr as a barre, and tay varo my wrath : 
which wee rcade Atoſes to haue done. But leaſt God 
might ſeeme, little or nothing to eſtecme the prater of 
holic men; for what cauſc hee hearcth not the murmu.

hard and impenitentheait of the vnbelecuing Tewes, 
Theſe expolittons teach vs, that the Prophet was 
not condemned tor praying for them, but their abho. 
miaation in ſinning,ſtirred vp the Lord in wrath, That 
he would neitherthe prater of the prophet, neither any 
other thing by his meancs,0h10uld ſtand in the gap : bur 
that the Lord would pour out his wrath vppon the 
young, and the olde, thc Propiice with the Prieft, the 
Prince with the people, the parents with the children.

Secondly, the caſting out of Gods ſight, being thus 
diltinguiſhcd, let vs ſec, whether thele were calt out or 

no 
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no.Let vs looke on the propolition,and it is thus: Who 
ſocuer God hath calt out of his ſ1ght : that is, out of his 
tauour. It he meane the firſt way , that cannot be, tor 
that is proper tothe holie and righteous. Thy louing ,,1.. 4 
correction laith the prophet)ſhall make me grear: ſhal 
not contound me,but ſhall make me great . Thou haſt pal.cs. ;s. 
knowne my ſoule in aducrfity:Not forſaken me, or caſt 
me of, but known me: atter rwo dairs wil he quicken,& 
recciue vs,and in the third day, he will raiſe vs vp, and 
we ſhall liuc in his ſight : yea the Lord is on my fide,the oc. 6.1 
L ord taketh my part, the Lord is my ſtrength and my puliin 6 7 
ſong,and is become my faluation.So that inthis caſting *+ 
off, the child of God is excerciſed . God doubleth his 
fauour vpon him and forſaketh him not, but for his 
good,and returneth vnto him,and is his preſent helpe, 
inthe time of trouble,is his ſtrength , caſtle and dehue- 
rer. And this ſerueth not the turne .' And {therefore) 
wee muſt ſecke further , that this propoſition may bee 
relecucd, 

The ſecond ſence,is a iudgement,a plague,and more 
bitter, and vniuerſall, or generall : and it concerneth 
prince, people,tchpgion, as before : Sa/omon, Iracll,the 
temple; but this judgement, is temporall, and in this 
lite. As when the king of Tiracll did euill in the fight of x.Ch.z5 r4. 
the Lord his God, and humbled not himſclte, before 
leremith the Prophet, atthe commaundement of the 
Lord,&c. And when they mocked at the meſſengers of V-& 16. 
God and detpiled his words,and miſuſed hi3 prophets, 
vatill the wrath of the Lord aroſe againſt his people, 
&c.He brought vpon them, the king of the Caldeans, verſe 17, 
who ſlue their young men with the ſword, i1 the houſe 
of the ſanuarie, fparcd neither yong man, nor Virgin, 
ancient nor aged, God gaue al into his hand, the veſlcls 
the treaſures of Gods houle, the treaſures of the king. 
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Then he burnt che houſe of God, brake downe the wal 
of Hicruſalem,burnt all che pallaces, and all the preci- 
ous veſlcls, carried the people away , thar were leftto 
Babecll, and they were ſcruants to hun and to his ſons, 
&C. 

Here is alamentable ruin,and 1 caſting out of the peo- 
ple out of the ſight of God . Tne king, the people, the 
temple, religion, ,theirpricſts , their V1 reins, then Ma- 
trons,their wealth their (car,thcir cirue, their old men, 
their young men : brietely al. . in regard of policy, beau- 
titull,peaceab, c; now by God, ſhaken, di! quicted,deft- 
led,captiuate,and plunged into great milerc delolation 
and obſ{curitie. So vieth God to et vp in his favor: and 
inthe kindling of his wrath, thus doth hee dctace and 
pull downe. Thus it thou wilt notkeepe, and doc all 
the words of this law,&c. And feare this g'!o-10us and 
fearctull name, The Lord, thy God : then the LL ord will 
make thy plagues woaderfull, and the-plagucs of thy 
ſeed, cucn great plagues,and of long continuance,&c. 
So greatarc the plagues of the finner : but mercie ſhall 
embrace him on all Iides, that putreth his truſt inthe 
Lord his God. 

Now our propoſition is, Whoſocuer God hath caſt 
out of his (1ghr,rh atis,our of his fauour,&c. Thus in- 
dced hath God dealtwith 11racl: (as wee heare in the 
proceſſe betore) but wearce romarke twothings. The 
one, whetherthey were reprobats, or no. Theother, 
whether thy were caſt oft , hn.Ily and for cucr, or no, 
N-w if they be reprobates,and tharthey be caſt out, as 
God victh to caſt ourreprobares, then the proceedings 
inthem is,as in $anl,to be rciected of God, another ſub- 
ſtirured in his place : (tor God had cholen Dawdabet- 
ter man chT he,then ro be ſpoiled of all heaucaly orna- 


ments,as of the ſpititot God, wildome, the comfort & 
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countenance of the Prophet, &c. Turned euen to Sa- 
tan,to abound in moſt abhominable ſins,as ,hipocriſt e, 
perlecution ,bloodſhead, deſtroieng of the church, in- 
ichairment,apoſtaſie,deſperatis; ſo running on,til they 
had made an cnd of him. So /u4as in reprouing and co- 
peting,vnti!l the devill entred into him, vntill he tooke 
the reward of iniquitic,vntill he deſpaired and hanged 
himſelfe.Such go with a ſwitt enforcer,for they are cari- 
ed according to his will, 

But in theſe for whom leremie praicd,it is notſo:For 
inthem was repentance,to come vnto the Lord, as ler. 
14. where they lay, O Lord though our iniquitics teſti- Icr.14-7- 
he againſt vs,deale with vs according tothy name. For 
our rebellions are many,we finned avainſtthee. O the 
hope of 1{racl!, the ſaviour thereof in :thetime of trou- 
ble, why artthouasa ſtranger inthe land,&c. Yet thou 
O Lord art in the middeſt of vs, and thy name is called 
ypon of vs, fortakevsnot. And the Lord himſclte ſpea- 15.veaſ. 19. 
keth vnto the Prophet, of their conuerſton and amend - 
ment,ſaying:Le: them ceturne vntothee , but returne 
notthou vnto them. That is,follow nor thou their wic- 
kednes,but let them be conformed to thy godly ecxam- 
ple. Thus they crie vnto the Lord,the Prophet teacketh * 
thema praier,as in the ſame chapter, Verſe. 14. And the yerſe.14 
Lord would haue them conformed to the holines of 
Jeremie. And thele .hings import no rcprobation - and 
this people(theretore )yot ro reprobates. ] omit many 
ſuch like praters,and ay-probationsot God,tor breuitics 
ſake. 

Solikewiſe this interr{th the orher : Though ir were 
a ſharpe iudgement an! c2{'1n,7 oft, yet it was not finally 
and for cuer . For i 15 {aid four thor comfort. Behold 
therefore (aith the Lord) the dats come thar ithallno 
more be ſai, The Lord iuveth, vhich brovobe vp the 1,1. 
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children of Iſrael out of the land of the North,and from 
all the lands where hee had [cattered them, and | will 
bring them againe intotheir land that I gaue vnto their 


tachers, &c,Mcaning that cucn the very deliucrance ourt 


of Bbilon, ſhould beſo glorious, thatit ſhould ſhad- 
dow,and as it were put to lilence,the deliucrance in fe 
gypr. Secondly,the rermc and time cf their ocliuerice, 
was {et downe - as, They were {cruants,vnrill the king. 
dome ot the Perſians had rule:to fulfill the word of the 
Lord by the mouth of /rremrah, vnill the land had her 
fill of ker Sabars. For all the daies that ſhe lay defolare, 
ſhe kept Sabatr, to tulfill feuentie yeares,&c. In the fiſt 
yeare of Crus king of Porfiagthe | ord thirred vp the ſpi. 
ritof C7us,&c. Tihudly, thev lite while they werein 
captiuitie,was not asthe lite of reprobates, and caſt a» 
waie,then in Bubilon : as witneſſech the Prophet FJe. 
chiel,wt.o was {entas a watchman ynto the houle of If: 
rael,and Daniel who praied torthe people:and the Plal. 
ſettcth out their 1ghing and forrowing , and ſeruice th 
God by the waters of Babilon. And king Cres in his 
great commandcment ſaid vnto them , Who 1s among 
you of all his people, with whom the Lord his Godis, 
lethim go vp: Andthere went vp with Zerubbabell,the 
chiete captaine, Jeſwa the high prieſt, and Netremiah,&c. 
The whole congregation together, tourtie two thou- 
{and,three hundred and three ſcorc, beſides their ler. 
uants and their maids,&c. Thus our God is not alwais 
chiding.neither reſcrueth he his wrath for cuer,though 
he had driuen them far off : yet he ſaith, Come againe, 
ye children of men : he bringeth them home into their 
ownland,is appealed towards them,and they build his 
houſe.So that ]{racl though he were ſharply puniſhed, 
yet was hee not finally reiefted from the Lord : and 
therfore yet not reieted as Reprobats, and lo no =_ 
wt 
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but the prophet might pray for them, 

Laſtly,tne {cripture :tlelfe, of the ſeuenth of Jeremre, 
ſpeaketh thus:I will caſt you out of my ſight, asIhaue 
caſt out al your brethren,cucn the whole jeed of Ephra- 
im Where wearc tonote,that the Lord faith, Hce will 
caſt them our,and he ſhewerth an example, how, None 
otherwile, butas I did the whole lecd of Ephrarm . So 
that looke how the Lord caſt out Ephraim, lo will hee 
caſt out them : and it Ephrazm was caſt out as Repro- 
batcs, lo ſhall they be - ſo that we are to conſider, firſt, 
what is meant by Ephraim, ſecondly, how they were 
calt out. Firft then Lyra ſaith, Scat prozecs omnes fratres 1/"% 
veſtros,1d eſt, decem tribus , que 1am erant in captiuate inter 
Aſſirios, exc. A$T calt forth all your brethren, that is, the 
ten tribes which now were in captiuity amongſt the Al- 
firtans,&c. And the whole ſeed of Fphraimis ſaid, be- 
cauſe that eribe was the moſt principall tribe amongſt 
the ten. And becaulc Hieroboamthe firft king therof, was 
of the tribe of Ephraim. Again another ſaith-The whole Tremein, 
lced of Ephraim:thatis,the kingdome of the [{raclirs,the 
part tor the whole, as Elay 7.8 . So then, I will caſt out 
the whole ſeed of Ephraim, that is, the ten tribes, the 
kingdome of l{racl:and this is meantby the ſeed of EZ. 

hraim. 

Secondly,they were calt out ſo as weread.2.Reg.17.5 :.Regz?. 
1 8. And he put I{racl out of his 1ght,and none was letr, ** 
bur the tribe of 1w4a only. Soas we may ſay of them,as 
the Plalm ſpeaketh of their fathers, Thou heardeſt them P'l-,.3, 
O Lord our God,thou forgaueſt them O God,and pu- 
niſhed(t their own inuentions . So as by ſcripture , by 
the caules or by the effects reprobatilme appeareth nor, 
butthc moſt greeuous any} as and hand of God 
towards them: (which merciful father grant may work 
co our amendinent. 
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Now the third ſence is as] hauc (aid)the caſting out 
of the vnrighteous, froward, and reprobate, being veſs 
ſels of wrath, prepared to deſtruction. And ſometime 
they are reucaled, as inough hath beene ſaid, and wee 
ought not to pray for them. But thoſe that are vnreuca- 
led,and doe dwell, walke, and haue their conuerfation 
amoneſt vs; forasmuch as theſe thinges are 1n Geds 
owne power, it 15 not knowne to vs wherher they ſhall 
repent or no: and therctore we muſt vie the rule of cha- 
riyeand loue towards All men, A$inough hath beene 
laid. For which cauſc this third way, That:s, cither ſe. 
creito God, or reucaled by God: is theright caſting 
out of areprobate indeed,and none but this. 

Tac Mator propoſition then, muſt and ought to bee 
thus : Whomiocucr God hath finally, reprobited, and 
calt out ot his ſ1ght : and ſo declared and reucaled them 
ynto his church : tor ſuch we ought not to pray. For 
they muſtbe tor ever reiected, and rhey muſt bee trom 
God reucaled. That we may hauc our warrant to reieR 
them alſo : for God reieRteth hirit, then hee maketh it 
known,then we are zealous for our God.and we reiect 
alſo. Now let vs ſet the argument togethcr : Whomſo- 
eucr God hath finally caſt outof his ſ1ght, and ſo decla- 
red and reucaled them vnto his church : for {1ch wee 
ovghtnotto praie, The Minor. But ſuch are All the re- 
probat: that 1s,thce reucaled ones)as for the other, they 
are to God, and not vnto vs, The conclution, Tacrtore 
weoughtnotto pray for them. And this is the truth of 


it And this much tor this Silogilme, 
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A Na yet thus far the ſcriptures a2 teach ws topray for the wve- 
ry knowne enemies of Gods church , that the Lord would 
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woueh(a/e in his merciegto tie them with temporal bleſſings, 
85 Lew hardplecctt ans peace, for the churches lake,that 15 4- 
mon ivem : which ts manifeſt in ler.29.7 . T he lewes being 
captines 11 Lavylon : arc communtded to pray for the preſperity 
of Babilan. His reaſon us this. Far in the peace thereef, you (hall 
haut peace. | 


he en were. 


They that were carricd captiues into Babilon, had 
ſill mind of returning. The Prophet ſaith vnto them, 
trom the Lord. Build you houles to dwell in, plant, fer, 
give your daughters in martage,&c. And it toiloweth : 
and ſecke the proſpentie of the citie, whether | haue 
cauſed you to be carried away captiues, 3nd pray vnto 
the Lord for it,for in the peace thereof, ſhail you have 
peace. This placetkercfore of Jeremre,ailegel, compre. 
hendeth,firit a commandement, then the circumſtance 
of the place, thena ſecond commaundcment, laſtly, a 
realon, 

The iſt precepr or commandement, is, Seeke the 
proſperitic of the citie, God dorh(no doubt) ſcatter hig 
people amoneſ other nations, that his name mightbe 
knowne vnto them, that hee might exerciſe his people 
with patience : and thatthe good conuerſation and be- 
haujour of his people,might bean example anda light 
vnto others,to forſake Idolatrie, and to know the God 
of Ilrac!, To which end, in my opinion, one noterh 
moſt effetually vpon theſe words. 1#s hoſpitalitatis ſince- 
re vult cuſt odiri,ey queng, antmam ſuarm,m paticntia poſsides 
re. The people were cntred intoa ſtrange land, they 
would faine bee returning home as ſooneas they came 
thither, The Prophet biddeth them fertle their hearts, 
piue themſelues to their ſeucral yocations, and to lceeke 
the proſperitic of the cittie, where they now were , no- 
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ting (ſaith this writer) that God would haue kept a- 
moneſt: them inuiolablicand tincerely, the right ot en. 
tertainement,or abode among that people : and thate. 
very one(though he were amongſt the prowd and in. 
ſolent,) ſhould} poſicfle his ſoule in patience : teaching 
fromthe wildome of God, That innocent life and pati- 
ence, inſuch great oppreiſions vnder lo mightie cne. 
mies,werc worthic vertucs to redeeme pcace, and pct 
fauour. 

Secondly, the circumſtance of theplaceis, as the 
late rran{lation of the bible ſauh (7/{7us crurtatis) 7d ef to. 
tins reznt Babilonici,Sinecdochice. Tnatis, ſecke the prol- 
pcritic of thc citric, that is as much to ſay, of the whole 
kingdome of Babilon,&c. The part for the whole, ſo 
that what the Lord commandeth them here, mult to 
thcir poſſible power , reach, and ltretch to the whole 
kingdome. 

Thirdly, the ſecond preceptor commandementiis 
this : Pray vnto the Lord torit,Or, Orate pro ca Iehouam, 
Intreatthe Lord for it. The Lordfaith not here, Pray for 
their weltarc oncly, pray tortheir peace oncly , or for 
their proſp*rous cllatc: but indctiniutly, Pray to the Lord 
for it,for the citic,tor the countrey. Thele two com- 
mandements thus differ : The firſt concerncth thcir 
manners,and bch1uigur, in captiuitic: The other, thcir 
rclivron. Thicrefore as they differ in work, the onc ime- 
diatcly reſpecting man,the other imediately reſpecting 
God:Sointheverbe commanding, they ditter alſo, as 
Sceke & Pray ; for praying vnto God ,no doubt,may be 
{ſecking - bur all {ceking,1s not praying . And therctore 
as in commanding,in matter r, in manner, incttetand 
end,they dilecr : ſo by no means they muſt be contoun- 
ded. For in the firſt commandement, it is ſaid, Secke 
prolp critic, Butinths lccond,itis notlaid, P1ay tor prol- 
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peritie,weltarc,or ſo torth,but, Pray for it. And therfore 
(\urcly)this ſeemethnota praicr,for outward things,or 
for temporall bleſſings only : as health and plentic, and 
peace,buta commandement alſo,that they thould pray 
tor their conuecrſation,for their amendment, for the ſct- 
ting forth of the oloric of God amongſt them,and mol- 
lineng of their hearts towards God, to know him : 
and towards thoſe poor captiucs whom they ſorough- 
ly intreated. And there are threethings that perſuade it. 

The firſt, I remember. Pax/the Apoſtle ofthe Lord, 
to approue his miniſterie,faith thus to the Corinthians: 
Thet1gnes of an Apoltle were wrought amongſt you, 
with all patience, with fi 1gnes and wonders, and great 
works.So ſurely,in that capriuiue, The very {ignesand 
effects of ſighing and groning vnto God,in holy praier 
for the conucrſion of them to know God. were well dil- 
cerned in wonderfull matters and great works. For hrſt 
weſeein that captiuitie, how the kings heart inclinedin 
chuſing and calling, ccrtaine of the children of Iiracl| 
vnto fauour,as Daniel, Hananah, Aifael,_AFariah, &c. 
Then Danielin the expoſition of the dream, hideth nor 
the power of God, from Nabuchadnezzar, and his,as 
though they were caſtawaics and reprobates,bur ſaith: 
For the God of heauen harh given thee a kingdome, 
power and {trength and alorie. And after the expoſiti- \ 
on of thoſe wondertull things,concerning his dreame, 
the king himlclf anſ{wereth:I know of a truth that your 
God isa God of 20ds, and thc Lord of kings, and the 
reuealer of lecrets, ſeeing thou crit open rhis ſecret. 
So Dantel was aduanced,an1d by !1:4 means allo, Searar, 
CMeſac,and i Abedrego.Now 1n this notable ſtory, hall 
wethinke thatthe kings h-:2it inclined, that ſome of the 
Jews were choſen to fauovr, that D mniel and his fel- 
lowcs were 10ugat torts by pur to Acain, and by Gods 
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good meanes preſerucd and laued with many moe of 
their owne wile men : thatthe dreame was interpreted, 
that che king conteſſed the name ot God and thus great 
power,that Danmeland his tcllows were aduanced, and 
io comtort wrought vnto all the captiues, without prat« 
crand intercettion to God, of the church,ot the peo. 
ple,ot the beleeuers of Danzelhimlelte,tor the ſauing of 
rheir owncliucs, torthe moliticng and turning of the 
kings heart, thathe might know God, for witcdome 
trom abouc.thatreicete comtort and relaxation in.g1t 
come to his people £ Nadoubr,they thatknow and re. 
member the orderot the church of God in thei uducrs 
titties, thal eatily ind, that they had ſpentnoton!y dirs 
but nights allo, in 1ghing & groning tothe [Loi d their 
Godto this cttect,as the eighteenth verſe in thi13 chap, 
doth imporr. Allo weread in the next ſtorie con-<crning 
the three children, They let torth the power 6 {tiength 
of their God; the king at laſt conteſleth, Blefled be the 
God of Seqrac,Meſar,and _Abednego, who hath (ent his 
angell,and deliuered his feruants, that put their truſt in 
him,&c. Then the king {endeth word into his domini- 
ons abroad, of the {1gncs and wonders tliat God hath 
wrought in his kingdome,&c. 

Againe inthe tourth chapter, Daniel doth not lay, 
Hee will ralke with the king in thoſe matters, thar bc- 
long to him - or in worldly affaires : but he giueth him 
dpirituall counlell,and reacheth kim religion, faying: 
Whertore 'O king) let my counſell be acceptable vnto 
thee, and breake off thy {innes by rightcoutnes, and 
thine iniquities by mercie towards the poore : Lolct 
there be an healing of thineerror.So inthe time of Bal- 
$aQer, and of Darius,ſtill the glorieand power of God, 
thathe may be knowne,is kandled and not forgotren 
and ſhall wethinke that rheſe wiſe and godly men, D&- 
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nicland his fellowes,would practiſe that towmds thoſe 
kings and people,that was contrerie to their religion,8& 
contrarie to their praicrs in religion, and contraric to 
the Lords commandement? God forbid. 

But what (tand I ſo long,1in ſo plainea matter. This is 
rhe tudgement of the learned, Diſperſione popul dei,in alt- 
as atg, alias terras , mult gentes ad vert det agnitionem,ſunt 
addutte : ſic Daniel cum ſocys ſuis, aly Inder, oc . By rhe 
diſperſion and ſcattering of Gods people into diuerle 
and ſundrie countrics , many nations were broughtto 
the knowledge of the true God : So Damel with his fel. 
lows,and Ezcchrel and other Iews, being caried captiuc 
to Babylon, did make to lowith the ue worthip of 
God in thatkingdome of the Aflirians, inthe timeof 
Nybuchadnez2.1r, Darins,and Crus, as appearcth by the 
booke of Daniel: ind Mardochens and He/ler miniſtered 
the occaiion, thatthe truc knowledge of God ſhould 
be opened and made knowne through an hundred and 
etwentieand ſeuen prouinces,vnder _Artaxe xes, euen 
from India vato Xthiope. And I doubt not but their 
hearty praiers to God was,for this knowledye,amongſt 
tholz nations: and therfo-c praicd tor them (no doudt) 
for reformation of the hcart towards God: as for the 
temporall bleſſings rowards the world. 

Secondly, the words are interpreted of ancient time 
thus, 2.errte pacem ,&c I'nde Apoſlolus,o! ſecroprimum om- 
mum f1:11 ob(ecrationes,77 orationes,,e Seeke the peace of 
the citic,&c, Towhich end the Apoſtle faith, IT belfeech 
you firſt of all, obſecrations and praters, interccfſtons, 
and giving of thanks,bee male tor all men : for kinges, 
and all thatarc in authoririe, T hart we may lead aquict 
lite,&c. This interpretation tea-tieth this much : Taar 
the rule giuen by Jerenre vnro God» prople then , was 
ot luch account and torce, as {hc rule giuen by S.Paule, 
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vnto the Ohriltians now, and ſo both of them, to tend, 
to pray tor the conuert! ion of infidels, and notonly to 
reſocc tremporall bleſſings. And this ſheweth and tea- 
cherth vs, that God alwaies hath commcnded one vni- 
forme [tate of loue and piety, vnto 11s people in al ages, 
And vato this interpretation,thereaſon itfelte agree. 
ing tothe words of Paul,do incline andagrce. Therea- 
ſon is this, For in the peace thercot,ye ſhall haue peace. 
And S.Pau/(1ith : That we may lead aquietlite,&c. So 
that indeed the {cripture of the prophet was a moſt no. 
tableruletor the direction of their life towards their 
enemies,and towards God, (as {ufficiently hath becne 
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D.Martir ſpeaking of theſe words, gathereth nota 
rule hereof for temporall bleflings, but faith : Indi per 
Uim oppreſit ſunt a Babiloni/s , quos tamen ders monebat, ve 
parerent, & prorege orarent, quammis ille tiranmus eſſet , x 
per ſummam ininriam yecail ; Hebres rum  0rCupaſſet ec. The 
[ewes were oppreſled through tyranicof the Babilont- 
ans, whom yet God warned that they ſhould obey, and 
that they ſhould pray for their king, although he werea 
tirant, anddid hold the kingdome of the Hebrewes, 
through orcar oppreſſion andiniurie.So theſtate of the 

c'1urcl} oppreſled: yerpraying for their enemics, 

Laitly ;T obras being a capriue himſelte,fairth not, We 
went vp amonelt the Affirians to pray for their tempo- 
ra!l eſtare,or bleſſings;buthe ſaith, Contetle him before 
the Gennes, ye children of fraell: for he hath (cattercd 
you amoneſt them : there declare his greatnes, and cx- 
toll him betore all the liuing,&c. And againe,[ wil con- 
feſſe him in the land of my capriuitie, and will declare 
his powerand greatnes toalinfull nation. Then hein- 
uiteth them to know God,ſaying , O ye linners, turne

cciue

ceiueyou to mercie,and haue pitic on you . So by this 
diſcourſe hitherto, I doubtnot, but it appeareth : the 
Lord ſent his people into captiuitie, for weightier cau- 
ſes,in prater towards that nation, then topray for tem- 
porall bleſſings for them to the Lord their God, 

But what meaneth chis ſpeech, Thus tar the ſcripturcs 1, the obie- 
doe teach vs to pray for the very knowne enemies of &:5 before 
Gods church, Thar the Lord would vouchſate to bleſle 
them with temporall blefſings,&c. The knowne ene- 
mies of Gods church,muſt haue our praier, but it is for 
temporal bleſſings. If S. Pas! were aliuc,and ſhould hear 
theſc divines thus reaſon, he would thinke himſeltfelit- 
tle beholding to them: For(ſaith he) was notI a known 
enemie, did I not perſecute the church : yea made ha- 48.s.z.

ſon?did not I perſecute this way vnto the death 7 had 
not letters vnto Damaſcus , totake both men and wo- 
men?did not breath out both threatnings and flaugh- 
ters againſt the diſciples of the Lord 2 Was I notthena Aa.s. 
known enemie to the church © What was the report of 
the church of him.Lord (ſaith Ananias) I haue heard by verſ.13.14. 
many,of this man, how much euill he hath done ro thy 
ſaints at Ieruſalem. Moreouer he hath here authority of 
the high prieſts,to bind all that call on thy name. Doc 
nottheſe things ſhew that hee was a knowne encmie * 
and ſhould he be only praied for in temporal bleſſings: 

Heare his own confeſsion : When before | was a bla{- 
phemerand a perſecuter,and an oppreſſor,but I was re. :.Tiw. :.1;. 
ceiued romercie,for I did it ignorantly through vnbe- 
leefe: But the grace of our Lord was exceeding aboun- 
dant, with faith and loue which is in Chriſt Ieſus. Thus 
Pala knowne enemie to the church of God, an vnbe- 
leeuer;yeta choſen veſſel of God, counted faithtul and 
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utin his ſeruice.God ſheweth mercie,perſecutors and 
infidels are receiuced into favour and we attoord pPraicrs 
for them, oaly in temporall bleſſings. Much tar better 
(latch alearned interpreter) Ft hutuſmod preces frunt, pro 
ommious hommibus , vi nullus (18 tam peccator pro 46 1.01 g- 
retur cum & Saulns precibus $ tephant, fat conner{u5, And let 
ſuch ſort of praicrs bee made for all men, that there bee 
none{o greatatinner, tor whom wee ſhould not pray : 

when as Sau/atthc praters of Steven, was conuzrted. 
Ncither do I thinke that the Babilonians were worſe 
encmics to the church in Babilon, then the lewes, the 
Scribes,and Phariſtes, rulers and preiſts were ynto our 
{aviour C hrilt, the Apoſtles, & martyrs : and yet Chriſt 
luith,Faihcr torgiue them. Srewen, Lord lay not this in 
tothe charge. And S. Paw laith, Wee are cuill ſpoken 
of,and we pray. And of the priclts and knowne perlecu- 
tors were turned tothe Lord, wee read, Acts 2.41. Yet 
marke one thing more before we cnd, [n the Obicion 
before this of tiic feuenth of /cremre, where it was faid:I 
will caſt you our, &c . And this propoſition inferred, 
Whoſocucr God hath caſt our ot his tight, &c. tor ſuch 
we muſt not pray.So ther we {ce the people quite gone, 
caſt out of Gods (ight : and theretore, that great Mai 
m4builded vpon it,&c. Now here in the 29. of leremre, 
yet forgetting how hee had dealt with the people be- 
torc,and calt them quite out of Gods fight : he calleth 
them again & ſaith, There isachurch in Babilon which 
15 commanded to pray forthe peace of the citic, &c. If 
tacy were for eucr calt out as reprobates, how come 
they now to be a church ? andit they beachurch,as it 
mult needs be granted ; then that caſting out, was ſome 
other kind of caiting out,then to bee caſt out as Repro- 
bates. The wordot the Lords precious,and ought not 

to be wreited to the deuices and tantalies of men. 
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But inough of theſe matters hath ben ſaid. And Tend 
with S.C:prian.Ynnſquiſ4, oret dromnum, non pro ſe tantii ſed Ciprien. th, 
& pro omnibus fratribus,ſicut dominus leſus or are uos docutrt : * Fa % 
bi non (ingulis privatam precem mandautt : ſed communi Cy 
concoral prece,orare pro omnibus mufi1t. Let cucry man pray 
vntothe Lord,or intreat the Lord not only for himſelf, 
bur alto for all his bretheren, as the Lord Icfus hath 
taughtvs to pray : where he hath not commanded to e- 
uery particuler man a priuate praier : butby one com- 

mon and vniting praier, he hath commaunded ys 


to pray for all men . To God(therefore)on- Ro.16.27, 
ly wiſe,be praiſe, through leſus 
Chriſt for cuer. S0
